Neble’s Factory Hes Been Torn Down 
and Moved Away. 
OLD BRICKS USED AGAIN 


New Modern Depot Has Been. Con- 
structed on the Site. 


WAS A FOUNDRY DURING THE LATE WAR 


Building That All North Georgians 
Have Known for Generations 
Is Seen No More. 


Rome, Ga., January 2.—(Special.)—Un- 
der the unrelenting mandate of progress 
one of the most Interesting ard historic oid 
landmarks in this section of the state has 
been destroyed and removed forever, 

The old brick buflding known for years 
as ‘“‘Noble’s Foundry,’’ and long since de- 
vastated of all its machinery and glory, 
has been torn down and its bricks used in 
the construction of the handsome and 
modern new depot of the Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga and St. Louis railway, just this day 
thrown ope to the public. 

During the war this waa one of the best

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known foundries in the south, and a great 
many of the cannon used in the confederate 
army were manufactured right here. 

It is said that the first lot was paid for 
in good money, the second was paid for in 
confederate scrip and after that none were 
paid for at all and nobody bothered about 
whether they. were paid for or not. 

Here it was that Noble’ Brog., the 
founders and developers of Anniston, laid 
the foundation for their subsequent weaith. 

When Genera! Forrest was in Rome to- 
ward the latter part of the war he was 
supplied with cannister and round shot 
from this old foundry, and it is related that 
several yards of railroad, a couple of iron 
fountains and every tin can in the city 
was pressed into gervice to furnish the 
necessary Material for the manufacture of 
the shot. 

This foundry was run during the war for 
the ostensible purpose of manufacturing car 
wheels, but the number of cannon turned 
out .«s compared with the number of car 


' wheels turned out would have opened the 


eyes of the union generals had their at- 
tention been cailed to the matter. The op- 
eration of the foundry was kept a most 
profound secret, and during the latter part 
of the war it was one of the most im- 
portant sources of supplics that the south 
could ca!l its own. ; 

Up to its recent destruction it had stood 
unmolested and alone, the home for bats 
and birds—a monument to past greatness. 
The old sign, ‘‘Noble Bros., Car Wheel 
Foundry,” stood forth until its last day, 
proclaiming its glory and magnificent his- 
tory. This was the very first important 
enterprise of which Rome ever boasted, and 
the desiruction of the building causes sad- 
ness in many hearts. Its removal is a 
source of regret to all. 

So closely interwoven with the early 
history of Rome is this old building, and 
so romantic, thrilling,.and interesting are 
some of the deeds allied to its history that 
it seems ailmosi impcyssible to tell them. 


Church Bells Made Into Cannon. 


Mr. Janes Noble located in Rome in 
1855 and immediately built the Noble foun- 
dry. The principal manufactures of that 
time were light iron wares, such as grates, 
mantels, pipes and the lke. The first 
erate of which Rome ever boasted was 
made here and placed in Mr. Noble’s own 
residence. It was considered a great lux- 
ury and rather foppish. 

When the call to arms was sounded and 
all southerners responded, the Nobles were 
among the first to go to the front. Pregi- 
dent Davis, of the confederacy, very 
promptly sent them home, especially dele- 
gated to conduct their foundry for the 
manufacture of ordnance for the confed- 
erate armies. At that time all cannon was 
made of brass, and, as the material supply 
began to run low, church bells and school 
bells from all parts of the country were 
sent to Rome and very promptly, if some- 
what reluctantly, converted into cannon 
of the most approved kind. 

Mr. Noble steadfastly refused to allow the 
Rome church bells to be used for this 
purpose until, at last, the dinner bells, 
cow bells and every other kind of brass 
implements having been completely ex- 
hausted, the Rome church bells were rung 
in, so to speak, and converted inté cannon 
for the use of the boys in gray. 

Round shot and shell were made here in 
the greatest abundance, and President 
Davis relied strongly upon the Nobles for 
these supplies. A cannon test was an 
almost every-day occurrence in Rome, and 
it is said that not one single cannon turned 
out by the Nobles was ever refused by the 
government on account of defect, and 
many of them can be seen until this day, 
in different parts of the country, bearing 
the then familiar mark of ‘Noble Bros.”’ 

The foundry was supplied with pig iron 
from the company’s furnaces at Cedar 
Bluff, Ala., and they had rather easy 
sailing during thé early part of the war. 
A messenger brought the unwelcome news 
one morning that these had been destroyed 
by a detachment of General Blair's sol- 
diers, and, after that, it was simpiy a 
question of get iron from any old place 
available. 


Built First Locomotive in the South. 


About this time the Nobles received a 
commission to build a locomotive, much to 
their surprise and consternation. However, 
as they generally did what they were cali- 
ed upon to do, they at once proceeded to 
build .the engine as ordered, and thereby 
won the distinction of being the first firm 


States to construct a loco-

Mr. Noble had been to South Carolina on 
some business connected with the foundry, 
and during the journey home was robbed 
of $3,000 in cash, which he was taking to 
Rome. 

As the money was in greenback, a very 
rare thing in those days, Mr. Noble had no 
intention of losing it, and “immediately be- 
gan a quiet investigation. Suspicion pointed 
to the conductor of the train as the guilty 
man, and he, to dievrt suspicion from 
himself, impressed Mr. Noble with the 
idéa that two gentlement sitting. in the 
rear of the train were the guilty parties, 
and that he had good reasons to. suspect 
them as bad characters. . 

Mr. Noble tmmediately determined

Foundry Wreckei by Federals. 


When-the federal troops took possession 
of liome, Mr. Samuel Nebie, who was then 
a prisoner in the north on parole, went to 
President Lincoln and with rare tact Se- 
cured permission to return to his homo 
and protect hig property; ° 

He was too iate, howéver, as Sherman’s 
march*to the sea had’ Begun, and a de- 
tachment of his ~men had already laid the 
foundry in ruins. f 

With. undaunied courage this pioneer of 
Romans went to work to repair his 
wrecked fortunes, and tn a few shart 
months the hum of industry Was again 
heard in Rome, and their foundry was in 
full operation again. Never again was-a 
cannon made here, however. ‘the mold- 
ers never more made iniplements of war. 
The plow took the piace of the grapeshot, 
and the carwieel the place of the cannon, 

From that day to this the history of the 
old buiiding has been ene of good deeds 
and genuiné usefulness. A. few years ago 
the Nobles left Rome and [tounded bhe 
magic city of Anniston, Ala.,. and since 
then the old building has been only the 
shadow of a mighty past. Its destruction 
removes about the last of the old land- 
marksgaround Rome, and now that the 
old Rome railroad, depot is gone, too, there 
is nothing ‘much teft in that end of the 
city to suggest the war and those stirring 
times, 

Mother of Fourteen Children. 

The grandest part in the history of this 
family, however, has been played by Mrs. 
James Nobles, wife of the Owner and 
founder of the historic old foundry men- 
tioned. 

She has just celebrated her pinetieth 
birthday, and is as ful! of life and energy 
today as two-thirds of the women of 
lorvy. 

Mrs. Noble is the mother ot fourteen 
children—seven, boys and seven giris—and 
speaks with pride of the fact that she can 
count forty-five grandchildren and sixty- 
tive great-grandchiidren, all hiving and 
loving her today. . 

No woman who ever lived in Rome ig¢ 
more beloved than “Grandmother Nobie,’’ 
as she is affectrotiately known and called 
by all who Know Her. 

Hier hafr is: white as snow, but her face 
is as smooth as a- child of twenty and she 
attends church with the regularity of clock 
work. One to see her wouid not think her 
far beyond the prime of life, and yet she 
was born four years before our second war 
With kngland and she can rémember the 
time when Napoleon Bonaparte was spread- 
ing terror abroad in the old world. 

When she was born this republic had not 
thrown off its baby clothes and she has 
seen us develop from a weak child into one 
of the grandest nations on earth. ‘ 

To look at her one would find no reason 
for thinking that she would not be alive 
and well twenty years from now. 

Her recent birthday party at Anniston, 
Ala., was attended by some one hundred 
decendants. 

One of the grandchildren, Mise Alta Mec- 
Millan, is going to be crowned queen of the 
day, at Annision next month, when they 
celebrate the birthday of the ton. 

The old Noble homestead !s still stand- 
ing in Rome and has been now for forty 
years, and yet death has never entered its 
doors and no one has. ever been seriously 
sick there. No one has ever died in this 
house since it was built. 

There is something more or less romantic 
ahout this family and all their history. 
Any community was made better by having 
them in it. 


Rome’s Celebrated Waterworks. 


It ia almost impossible to find any inel- 
dent in the early history of Rome with 
which this family is not in some way con- 
nected. rns 

It is a well-known fact that for twenty 
years after the war the Rome waterworks 
were celebrated over the entire south, Every 
piece of machiney was made at Noble's 
foundry, the contract price being $100,000. 

The engines, boilers and all machinery 
for the first steamboat that ever plied the 
Coosa river was made at this foundry. 
Many of the boats used in after years were 
made here also.

The train was running over the Matne 
Central trackg and left Bangor a little 
late. At the time of the derailment, which 
was due to spreading rails, the train was 
running about thirty-five miles an hour.

The Orono pecple 
came quickly and worked rapidly, tmpro- 
vising stretches and taking the wounded 
to the nearest houses. 

Word was sent to Bangor for help ond 
a wrecking train responded, carrying a 
number of surgeons. \ 

The deep snow and the intense cclé@— 
for it was 3 degrees below zero this 
morning—was. a great hindrance to the 
rescue work. People who could not use 
horses to reach the wreck drew sicighs by 
hand. 

The injured were taken into Orono. ‘lhe 
townspeople threw open their houses and 
the village inn was turned into a hos- 
pital. 

Mrs. Murray wae killed outright in the 
car. Mrs. Cunningham was alive when 
rescued, but died while being carried into 
Orono. Her husband, Deacon Cunningham, 
bas no chance to recover. 

As fast as the injured were attended by 
the surgeons they were sent to the Ban- 
gor hospitals on a special train.

This was believed to be an event 
of portentous political significance and Its 
se has been prated about continu- 
ally since then, despite The Journal's dis- 
claimer that this communication, and oth- 
ers which have followed it, set forth the 
views of the individuals who signed them 
and had no bearing whatever upon the 
policy of that paper. Much has since been 
eaid about these letters by those papers 
which were and are unfriendly to the deim- 
ocratic platform, and because of this flur- 
ry and cackle of the goldites I have watch- 
ed with considerable interest to see whether 
either the controversy or the consequent 
cackle was having any effect upon the par- 
ty as represented by its leaders here. 
Candor compels me to state the fact that 
eo far as the McEwen letters and those 
which they have called out are concerned, 
they have not been given serious consid+ 
eration here in Washington.

Croker wants to play the same role in 
national affairs that Mark Hanna is now 
doing. Not content with the possession’ of 
the udministration of Greater New York, 
he aspires to the possession of a national 
administration. This ambition has been ca- 
tered to and carefully nursed by certain ele- 
ments in New York which are shrewd 
enough to see that the chances are all fa- 
vorable to democratic control of congress 
and of the next administration, and as they 
want to have their hand on the white 
house, they have gone to Croker. 


How They Hope To Accomplish It.

Croker is too wise to tie up to the corpse 
of Clevelandism.

Teller Resolution Will Be Brought 
Up Tomorrow Morning, 


THE DEBATE WILL BE FURIOUS 


Republicans Are Determined to Rush 
the Measure Through, 


NO AMENDMENTS 10 BE SUBMITTED, 


Majority Contemplates Defeating the 
Senate Resolution Before It Grows 
Old, but the Democrats 
Promise Spirited Work 
on Their Side. 


Washington, January 29.—The determina- 
tion was reached by leaders in the house 
of representatives that the Teller reso- 
lution for the payment of bonds in silver, 
which passed the senate last night, should 
be disposed by by the house on Monday 
in order that the attitude of that branch 
of congress might be placed before the 
country immediately. The conclusion was 
reached after numerous conferences be- 
tween Speaker Reed, Chairman Dingley, of 
the ways and means committee; Messrs. 
Dalzell and fHenderson, of the rules com- 
mittee, and other influential members of 
the house. Late in the day the resolution, 
which had come over from the senate, was 
referred by the speaker to the ways and 
means committee, and Chairman Dingley 
at once gave natice of a special meeting 
of the committee at 10:30 Monday morning. 
At the same time he notified the demo- 
cratic members of the committee of his 
general purpose, substantially as foliows: 

The bill will be considered by the com- 
mittee Monday and an adverse report 
made on it. No amendment or change in 
the phraseology will be made, but the 
adverse report will be on the resolution as 
it stands. This will be submitted to the 
house when it convenes on Monday and 
plans made to d'spose of the matter before 
the day’s session closes. 

As to the procedure on the floor, Mr. 
Dingley made no prediction beyond suay- 
ing that it was proposed to dispose of the 
subject on Monday. This will doubtless 
require a special rule as to the debate. 
A basis for such rule was presented by 
Mr. Dailzell, a member of the rules com- 
mittee, in the form of a resolution provid- 
ing that the subject be considered imme- 
diately after the report of the ways and 
means committee. 

The committee will probably be ready to 
report by 12 o'clock, so that under the 
Dalzell resolution the debate would begin 
shortly after noon. Before the house as- 
sembles the Dalzell resolution will be so 
shaped as to fix the hours of debate and 
set a time for a vote. 

The determination to bring the subject 
to an immediate issue gave general satis- 
faction among the majority members, 
Some of them had desired to put aside all 
other business tcday and vote down the 
Teller resolution before the week closed, 
Representative Johnson, of Indiana, tcok 
the iead on this movement and secured the 
assent of most of the Indiana republicans 
and several other members to a movement 
in this direction. It was finally concluded, 
however, to let the resolution yo to the 
ways and means committee, with the dis- 
tinct assurance of Chairman Dingley that 
the issue would be pressed to a conclusion 
on Monday. 

After further conference Mr. Dalzell in- 
troduced the following resolution: 

“Resolved, That immediately upon the 
report to the house by the committee on 
Ways and means of the Senate concurrent 
resolution No. 22 (Teller’s resolution), it 
shall be in order to proceed to the consid- 
eration of said report.”’ 

This was referred to the rules committee 
and will serve as the basis of a special 
rule, fixing the time and limits of the de- 
bate. if this course is considered desirable. 
As Mr. Dalzell is a member Of the rules 
committee, his resolution was regarded aa 
showing a purpose to have the question dls- 
posed of immediately after the ways and 
means committees reported. 

The fortification appropriation Dill was 
reported and then on motion of Mr. Grout, 
republican, of Vermont, the house went 
into committee of the whole and resumed 
the consideration of the District of Colum- 
bia appropriation bill. 

The general debate was not confined to 
the subjects dealt with by the bill. It cov- 
ered a wide range. The Teller resolution, 
the Cuban question, Hawailan annexation, 
the tariff and other political topics were 
discussed. 

At the conclusion of general debate the 
bill was taken up for amendment under the 
five-minute rule.

GERMANY FRIENDLY TO QUEEN'S SUBJECT

Private Expedition Will Move for the 
Equator, ‘but the Government 
Will Secure the Benefit.

London, January 29.—After an unusually 
prolonged period of extreme tension, all 
signs point to an early improvement ‘in, 
if not a complete solution, of the various 
international political problems agitating 
the nerves of Great Britain. 

‘The foreign and colonial officers are te- 
ginning to see daylight through the dark- 
ness which has long been envelonving the 
far east, west Africa, the upper Nile 
and India, and unless signs fail and in- 
formation from the best informed circles is 
faulty, the marquis of Salisbury <nd Mr. 
Joseph Chamberlain. secretary cf state 
for the colonies, will divide fe honors 
and Great Britain will secure abo it all she 
asks. 

So far ag China is concerned, this view, 
in connection with the speech of Mr. Cur- 
zon, the parllamentary secretary fcr the 
foreign office, at Bolton, on Tuesday, and 
the reported acceptance of the j3ritish 
loan, is generally regarded as correct. Mr. 
Curzon foreshadowed the probable svccess 
of the loan negotiations, the acwitev2ment 
of Great Britain’s purpose in xeeping the 
ports free to the whole world and the 
maintenance of treaty rights whereby 
“enpheres of influence are rendered {mpos- 
sible.”’ 

The Russian proposal of a loan on the 
same terms as Great Britain was not 
taken seriously. It is understood thut she 
has not the money herself without drew- 
ing on her war reserve funds. 

France is daily showing less inclination 
to burn its fingers in a game in which, 
even if successful, Russia would be the 
only gainer, while Germany appears to 
have come completely around to the Brit- 
ish side. Throughout, the situation has 
never been so alarming as. sensationalists 
attempted to paint it. Hence the czar’s 
peaceful assurances and Lord George 
Hiamilliton’s statement in his speech on 
Tuesday that relations with Russla were 
entirely satisfactory will not have sur- 
prised America. 

Witnesses from the West Coast. 


Turning to west Africa, an officia) of the 
colonial office informs the Associated 
Press that the imposstb lity of securing 
witnesses from the west coast earler is 
the reason for the delay in the Paris ne- 
gotiations. Some of the most important 

itnesses arrived only last week and they 
are now in Paris. Thus far all the Brit- 
ish demands have been conceded naminally 
and “provisonally pending the result of 
the convention.’””’ But Mr. Chamberlain is 
perfectly satisfied that the British claims 
will be upheld and ‘that the French wiil 
pe confined westward of a line prolonged 
from the present Tagos-Dahomey frontier 
to the. Niger and along the right bank 
of the Niger to Say. 

In the meantime he does not propose to 
risk being caught *nmappng by a possible 
adverse decision of the conventton, 80 
he {s pushing troops and supplies to the 
front ag rapidly as, possible. A new 
regiment of 2,000 hussars has been enroll- 
ed at the Ibaden during the last few 
weeks and detachments will be sent to 
the front as soon as the men become effi- 
cient. 

In regard to the upper Nile, the inter- 
esting news which Mr. Curzon dropped on 
Thursday to the effect that the rat’fication 
of the treaty between Great Britain and 
King Menelik of Abyssinia has been ex- 
changed and that the government hopes 
shortly to accredit a direct representative 
at the Abyssinian court, has given the 
greatest satisfaction as helping to solve 
the question of the upper Nile. The terms 
of the treaty will not be divulged until 
it is dispatched to the parliament, but 
a hint is dropped at the colonial office that 
the agreement is based on the principle 
that friendly Abyssinia on the upper Nile 
is preferable to hostile France. Therefore 
King Menelik will be allowed to gratify 
his ambitions in the equatorial hinterland 
in a manner not interfering with the 
Anglo-Egyptian plans. As K'ng Menelik is 
a trader, as well as a warrior, the agree- 
ment also contemplates assistance in open- 
ing up the country, and it is understood 
the British will acquire the right to tra- 
verse Alyssinia and other advantages 
which will become apparent as soon as 
-wslartoum is recaptured, 


Cavendish Goes to Equartor. 


In the’ meanwhile young Henry Caven- 
dish, a distant relative of the duke of 


equatorial Africa, accompanied by Lieu- 
tenant Andrews, eight British officers and 
Mr. Dodson, who was the companion of 
Dr. Donaldson Smith, the American ex- 
plorer. Mr. Cavendish will take with him

When Mr. McKinley was elected presi- 
dent and for political reasons it was ex- 
pected that Mr. Dobbs’s successor would 
immediately be named, the president of 
the National Association of Manufacturers, 
together with committees from the Phila- 


delphia commercial museums, without the* 


knowledge of Mr. Dobbs, made a personal 
appeal to the president tg. continue 
in office and gave as their reasons that 
he had so faithfully and ably represented 
our interests and had benefited the manu- 
facturing interests of our country. 

When asked for an interview for The 
Constitution on Chilian matters, Mr. Dobbs 
said, with pleasure:

Nitrate Industry. 


“The great industry and real life of north- 
er Chile, the desert of Atacama, is nitrate 
of soda (saltpeter). The over production 
of this article and its competitor, sulphate 
of ammonia, which is being manufactured 
both in the United States and Germany, 
has caused depression in the business of 
the country. There is, however, a brighter 
outlook at present for that industry, owing 
to recent opening of new markets in Hawai: 
and Japan, which countries are expected 
in the near future to become large purchas- 
ers of these articles. They also hope to 
have a greater demand from California and 
the west coast, owing to the increased cul- 
ture of beet root. 

“There has been a steady growth in com- 
merce between Chile ana the United States 
for the past five years and an increasing 
@emand for American manufactured arti- 
cles up to the passage of the Dingley bill, 
which made it impossible for Chileans to 
send wool or hides to the United States 

“They grow aclass of wool different from 
@ny raised in this country, and while it 
was admitted free of duty two-thirds of 
their entire production came to this coun- 
try, in exchange for woodware, hardware, 
machinery, etc. Since the passage of this 
act they send their wool to England, and 
the effect of this duty will only cause an 
increased trade with Great Britain and de- 
crease it with the United States.” 

On Mr. Dobbs’s return home he spent a 
month in Hawaii, studying the conditions 
there, and is heartily in favor of this coun- 
try annexing the islands.

Hicks became suspicious today and tele- 
graphed to Domer if he had authorized 
Babbitt to buy mules, and Domer replied 
that he had not. - The letters and check 
Babbitt has, and purporting to have been 
written by Domer are forgeries. In his 
possession were numerous Diank checks 
of the Naval Stores and Lumbermen’s 
bank and other papers that indicate that 
Babbitt was prepared for extensive finan- 
cial operations. 

Last night he borrowed $3 from Hicks, 
which Hicks loaned hiny on the idea he 
was to have ia large mule trade with 
Babbitt.

MONEY FOR FORTIFICATIONS. 


Extensive System of Seacoast Defense 


Requires Large Appropriations. 

Washington, January 29.—The fortifica- 
tions appropriation bill provid ng for the 
extensive system of seacoast defenses now 
in the course of completion was report- 
ed to the house today, 

It carries $4,144,912 as against estimates 
made by the war departmént of $13,378,571. 
The principal amounts allowed by the bill 
for the main items are as follows: 

Gun and mortar batteries, $1,000,000; sites 
for fortifications, $300,000; torpedoes for 
harbor defense, $150,000; armament of forti- 
fications, $2,033,777; fleld guns and other 
miscellaneous items, $800,000, and ordnance 
and fortification board, $100,000. 

Provision is made that the armament 
shail be of American make except when 
it is to the manifest interest of the govern- 
ment to purchase I.mitcd quantities abroad.

In ‘speaking of the forthcoming conven- 
tion, Governor Atkinson said: 

“I do not think that the importance of 
this movement can be exaggerated, and I 
am glad that The Constitution has given 
it such prominence. The people of the state 
are not sufficiently alive to the importance 
which manufacturing plays in the welfare 
of the state, especially one like Georgia, 
where the raw material and natural ad- 
vantages are right at one’s hand, and where 
only wise legislation and judiciously in- 
vested capital are required to make the 
commercial and 
the state a fact. A bwief review of our 
natural advantages will convince the most 
skeptical that Georgia is more plentifuily 
g fied than any of the other southern sta‘es, 
yet it is a depiorMle fact that her rank 
as an industrial territory is much lower 
than it should be. The Atlanta ehamber of 
commerce has done wisely in drawing at- 
tention to the facts as presented in 
circular, and the remedy of conservative 
legislation, as suggested by it appears to 
me to be worthy of aduption. 

“T have given this matter comparatively 
little study of late and at present am not 
in a position to discuss it comprehensively, 
but I am satisfied that the agitation which

Mrs. Atkinson Insists, However, That 
It Is Unfair To Name the Bull- 
fight as Mexico’s Principal Ac- 
complishment—Interesting Talk 
With Miss Ella Powell.

The gentlemen accompanying the party of 
Governor and Mrs. Atkinson to Mexico may 
discuss. at length the political situation of 
that country, its government and the status 
of Mexican coffers, but if they all saw 
the bullfight, which the ladies of the party 
acknowledge they witnessed, that must 
have been the event of all others.

& vague, imaginative picture of that coun- 
try’s national sport—the bullfight. It may 
be unfair to picture a country as insepara- 
ble from its charactetristic amusement, for 
how indignant would be the descendants 
of George Washington of they thought our 
brethren of foreign climes in their. mind- 
picture of what the United States is, in- 
variably contemplate in its association the 
aggressive attitude of a champion prize 
fighter. Patriotism, however, at once sug- 
gests that this comparison is scarcely fair, 
since the prize fight cannot as yet be con- 
sidered the great national game of this 
country. Then there might arise the claims 
Of baseball or football, in its frequently 
disastrous and brutal results, as bidding 
fair to rank with the bullfight. But a dis- 
cuSsion as to the relative brutality of the 
bull fight, the prize fight: and the football 
game is one that has not its place here.

“Infuriated by the skill of his antagonists 
on foot, the bull rushed toward the men on 
the blind-folded .horses. These riders at 
i first warded off his attacks by means of 
long spikes, with which they pierced 
his hide. The horses, defended 
at first from the lunges of the mad bull, 
soon became the prey, and on their tremb- 
ling, defenseless bodies were buried the 
horns of the infuriated animal. Here the 
crippled horses, if deprived further power 
of action, were lead out of the ring. their 


riders lifted off. But in more than one hor- 
rible instance of the confilct I witnessed 
these poor horses in their first encounters 
with the bull, disemboweled—yet goaded on 
by the fury of the moment and lashed by 
their brutal riders, they plunged about the 
ring their very vitals trailing in the dust. 
Here the spectators, in their enthused de- 
light, give expression by thunderous ap- 
plause. They encouraged by their plaud- 
its the actors inthe ecene and were 
themselves warming up to the culminating 
point of the first act of the fight. When in 
this hideous manner three horses lay torn

“Do not ask me to tell you of the bull 
fight,” sald Mrs. Atkinson yesterday. “I 
resent that being brought out as the 
crowning feature of our trip. It is an in- 
justice to Mexico in all its interesting his- 
tory and present prosperity to evince in- 
terest in nothing. more than their Sunday 
bull fight. 

“But I acknowledge I witnessed one the 
Sunday I was there, and to attempt to de- 
scribe it would scarcely give you the faint- 
est idea of what the scene really is.”’ 

This was admirable modesty on the part 
of the charming lady of the executive man- 
sion, but as she quietly recalled her Sun- 
day in Mexico I was convinced that her 
account of the bull fight was more realistic 
than any I had ever heard. ‘‘We went to the 
bull fight from the public gardens,” she 
began, “and found seats with a command- 
ing view of the arena, and of the vast 
throng of pleasure-loving Mexicans, who in 
their Sunday attire, restlessly awaited the 
ehrill bugle calls that announce the ap- 
proach of Mazzatini, the champion pull 
fighter, and his retinue. I had but a mo- 
ment to study the site of the combat, 
but felt at ease when I realized that I was 
Quite safe, no matter what took place in 
the arena. The arena was enclosed by a 
wooden wall which was some distance from 
another, separating the vast throng of spec- 
tators from the actors, and forming a cir- 
cular passageway opening into the arena 
by means of gateways.

Fury still supported vital- 
ity, but the adept champion knows the 
proper moment and conflict promises him 
victory. Rushing straight.at the still fight- 
ing and infuriated beast, I saw Mazzatini 
bury a sword to the hilt in the animal’s 
heart. Still lunging and fighting after its 
fall, the first and only act of mer¢y in the 
fight took place when a knife was plunged 
into the base of the bull’s brain. The cll- 
max of the first act of the drama was 
reached when Mazzatini stepped to the 
center of the arena and acknowledged, by 
frequent gsalutaticns, the tremendous ap- 
plause of his admirers. The three white 
mules gracing the opening parade re-en- 
tered with their massive beam dragged 
from the scene the victim of the sanguina- 
ry, thrilling conflict. The bull fight then had 
only begun; the people were mad- 
dened with delight, and not 
tid Mazzatint had stood victor over six of 
his beast antagonists was th!s great Moxi- 
can drama of brutality at an end.”

his prophetic words. ‘“‘Leaves of Grass” is 
the imperishable utterance of a great soul— 


in hope, and great in faith. 

But while his work is being slowly recog- 
nized by the reading pwblic, his gospel 
proclaims glad tidings to all those whose 
opinions do not hang on the schools. They 
unhesitatingly indorse Whitman's attitude: 


“Shut not your doors to me, proud libraries, 

For that which was lacking on your well- 
filled shelves, yet needed most, I 
bring.” 


He intentfonally abandoned what he call- 
ed stock ornamentation, or choice plots of 
love or war, or high exceptional personages 
of old world song; no legend, or myth, or 
romance. “But took for grounds of ‘Leaves 
of Grass,’ the broadest average of hu- 
manity, and its industries in the now-ripen- 
ing nineteenth century, and especially in 
each of their countless examinations, and 
practical occupations in the United States.” 

These words are literally true, but they 
in no sense express the calmness, the 
largeness, the lofty beauty and serenity of 
the spirit that 
poems are so instinct with life, so highly 
vitalized, so rich in mental 
health, so glorified with vistas of spiritual 
reaches, that lovers of Whitman accept 
the declaration: 


“Camerado, this is no book, 
Who touches this, touches a man.” 


A reader who would find Meredith or 
Browning obscure, might throw ‘‘Leaves 
of Grass’’ out of the window at the first 
reading. But if he should be moved to 
find out for his own satisfaction why he 
Was repelled. or antagonized, he will grad- 
tally find to his surprise and delight that 
the lack does not exist in ‘‘Leaves of 
Grass,’’ but in his own consciousness. He 
will commence to receive impressions of 
health and foy; he will recognize the 
beauty and. stainlessness of his grand old 
mother, the earth. The divineness of what 
are called common people and common 
things will dawn upon him, and so on and 
on through different stages of conversion 
until he comes to the exquisite realization 
of a complete change of heart—a new b'rth 
as it were. He will accept with believing 
thanksgiving the poet’s invitation: 


“Stop this day and night with me, and you 
shall possess the origin of all poems. 

You shall possess the good of the earth and 
sun (there are millions of suns left); 

You shall no longer take things at second 
nor third-hand, nor look through the 
eyes of tfie dead, nor feed on the 
spectres in books.”’ 


Whitman was acquainted with life, in its 
varied manifestations, as probably few 
men have been, 

“Of life tmmense in passion, pulse, and 
power, 

Cheerful, for freest action formed under 
the laws divine.” : 

He is ofttimes riotous in his passion for 
mere existence, and sends forth what he 
calls his “barbaric yamp,” but as Harry 
Thurston Peck, in the January “Bookman” 
discriminatingly observes, ‘tt became 
later,” “Over the tree-tops I float thee a 
song.’”’

| belongs to no school nor sect, but declares 


that the ‘“‘keelson of creation is love;’’ 
that all men and women are his 
brothers and sisters. ‘*“The hand of God is 
the promise of my own. 

“And I know that the spirit of God Is 
the brother of my own.” This Knowledge 
enables him to live in a baptism of peace 
and joy that passes the understanding of 
less religious natures. 

It has been claimed by some lovers of 
conventional poetry, or perhaps I ought to 
go farther and say lovers of high, pure, 
beautiful poetry that Whitman is 
no poet. The question, however, is one 
that they have no absolute right to decide. 
Because Whitman is not a poet in the 
sense that Tennyson is a poet, is scarcely a 
sufficient reason to close the door of the 
realms of art against him. The realms of 
art are boundless, untold, and no one can 
define their Imits. Whitman is a poet— 
prophet, a seer, and cannot be compared 
with poets who write within prescribed 
forms. Burroughs says in contrasting the 
message of Tennyson and Whitman that 
though Tennyson’s message !s one of beau- 
ty, that the message of Whitman is, in a 
much fuller sense, the message of life. He 
speaks the word of facts and power. This 
ig his distinction; he ts the Hfe-giver. It 
is not to be understood that beauty is 
valued less, but that beauty, combined 
with the fulness of and richness and gran- 
deur of life is something more. Can any- 
thing be more beautiful than— 

‘“T am he who walks with the tender and 
growing night, 

I cal] to the earth and sea half-held by the 
night. 

Press close bare-bosomed night—press 

Ciose magnetic nourishing night! 

Night of south winds—night of the Targe 
few stars!

The new edition of “Leaves of Grass,” 
iss.ed by Small, Maynard & Co., is from 
every point of view acceptable and desira- 
ble. The cover is handsome and artistic. 
and it has the advantage of not being so 
awkward to handle as the edition of 1892. 
It also embraces some posthumous addi- 
tions, entitled “Old Age Echoes.” A diary 
note of one of the executors explains that 
the title of this collection was given by 
W. W. It appears that some of these 
peems are the ones dropped by the poet 
from various additions of “Leaves of 
Grass.’’ He did not object to their publica- 
tion—nhe even prepared for it—but at the 
same time he wished it understood that 
they should be separated from the complete 
volume which he indorsed while living. 
His utterance is characteristic. “In the 
long run the world will do as it pleases 
with the book. I am determined to have 
the world know what I was pleased to do.”

What an oasis At is in the great desert of 
mediocrity in fiction to come upon such a 
strong novel as ‘““‘The Gadfly.” 

Italy—freedom—1830! How clearly these 
words bring the stories we have heard in 
childhood of Garibaldi and his patriotism; 
his love for freedom and his intense longing 
that Italy—beautiful, long-suffering Itaiy— 
should be free. But Voynich does not stop 
with presenting us the political situation, 
but Works in, in a masterly way, the tragic 
problem of a sensitive spirit frenzied and 
well nigh maddened by the priest-ridden 
influences surrounding his life. 

Arthur Burton, a youth of great promise, 
but with elicate, almost exaggerated sensi- 
bilities, the son presumably of a stolid Eng- 
lish father, an@ a dainty, spirituelle Ital- 
lan mother, comes to us in the opening 
chapter with a priest—Canon Montanelli. 
The canon is Arthur’s father confessor, 
former teacher and worshiped friend; and 
for him the youth has a feeling that is al- 
ways the controlling passion of his life. 
First the pure passion of love for one who 
is the beneficent influence of his life, and 
then the love that imagines itself hate. 

Arthur finds himself led by his deep, in- 
tense nature, which Montanelli has warmly 
cultivated, to be a champion and leader in 
the cause of ‘‘young Italy’’—the cause for 
Which Garibaldi suffered, and which had 
for its first principle ti.e driving of the Aus- 
trians from Italy, and the bettering of the 
conditions of the lower classes. Tricked 
through the confessional into the betrayal 
of one Bolla, the leader of the secret order 
to which he belongs—and who loves the 
fair English girl, Gemma, to whom Arthur 
has unconsciously gfven his heart, his sen- 
sitive nature, with its keen sense of jus- 
tice, finds itself unable to hold to its faith 
under the discovery of the corruption of 
the church. 

He had not recovered from this shock be- 
fore he learns that (Montanelli is his real 
father, and that he is the love-child of the 
mother he had idolized and the priest who 
bad trained him to believe in holy church 
and its right to the highest place in the 
hearts of men. The revulsion of feeling is 
so intense that reason totters, but at the 
moment his mothers crucifix meets his 
eye. With one blow he hurls the crucifix 
to the floor* a reaction is created by the 
sound of the blow, and tthe consciousness 
that the idol is only clay. He writes a note 
to Montanelli, the spirit of which is the 
dominant one ever afterwards in his ill- 
fated life. ‘I believed in you as I believed 
in God. God is a thing made of clay, that 
I can smash with a hammer, and you have 
fooled me with a He.” 

He takes fiight into South America, en- 
dures the pangs of il! health, and the gall- 
ing bondage of slavery. The flame of life 
is only kept alive by the desire for ven- 
geance on those who have in- 
jured him. Patriotism is the one 
virtue, apparently, that abides with him. 

Thirteen years later he reappears in Italy 
under an assumed name and is a writer 
of such forceful wit and caustic, stinging 
pen that he is employed as the “*Gadfiy”’ 
to write editorial pamphlets and to wage 
war aganst priestcraft, not with the 
sword, but with that mightier weapon, 
the pen. 

The character of Montanelli is forcibly 
delineated. A man noble, strong, briljiant, 
having failed only in the one circumstance 
—and failure comes then from h's lack of 
courage to break away from the traditions 


convictions. Some of the @cenes between 
the father and son are pathetic, almost 
harrowing—the whole drama of life, love 
and death is played before us, and we are 
swept along the tide of human emotions 
by the wr.ter in a fashion that 1s skilful 
and dramatic to a high degree. 

It would be supposed that the climax is 
reached at the death of the “Gadfly,’’ but 
not so. The interest of the story is splen- 
didly sustained and the last chapter, when 
Montanelli preaches a sermon from the 
. text, ‘“‘“God* so loved the world that He 
gave His only begotten Son that the world 
might be saved,’’ is almost painful in its 
vivid and tragic intensity. -The scene is 
one of great power and charm—the lofty 
form of the priest, attired in the gorgeous 
robes of a cardinal, the triumphal peal of 
the organ, the crowd waiting in hushed 
expectancy for the voice they loved so 
well, are blended into a picture so vivid 
that it will long haunt the mind of the 
reader. 

Montanelli, crazed with grief and re- 
morse, opens the flood gates of passion 
and pours down upon the  ULsteners 
the torrent of human anguish, scorn 
and invective—tinged now with  mad- 
ness—that he has repressed so long. He 
spoke of the passion of Christ; he dwelt 
upon the agony of God the Father in giv- 
ing up His beloved Son. Then his pas- 
sionate grief expresses itself in a long 
wailing cry for the dead boy and the 
people, stirred to the depths of their souls, 
“answered it like an echo.”’ Monta- 
nelli turned again to the people and ‘‘they 
surged and shook before him as a field 
of corn before a hurricane.” 

The maddened priest “caught up 
the host and lifted it above his head 
and flung it crashing down upon the floor. 
At the ring of the metal on the stone the 
clergyman rushed forward and twenty 
hands seized the madman. 

‘Then and only then the silence of the 
people broke in a wild hysterical scream, 
and overturning chairs and benches, beat- 
ing at the doorways, tramping upon one 
another, tearing down curtains and gar- 
lands in their haste, the sobbing human 
flood poured out upon the street.’’

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What the Teller Resolution Means. 

The Teller resolution, as adopted by 
the senate Friday, had two important 
ends to serve. First and foremost, its 
adoption by so large a majority serves 
notice on the gold syndicates and their 
agents that no matter how frequently 
they have announced the death and 
burial of the silver question, the issue 
has even more vitality now than it had 
in 1878, and appeals more strongly than 
ever to the support of the representa- 
tives of the people. 

As an evidence of this, the Teller res- 
olution passed the senate by a larger 
majority in 1898 than a similar reso- 
Jjution did twenty years ago. ‘There- 
fore the issue Has grown in strength 
and importance, has become more per- 
sistent and has taken on renewed vital- 
ity. The operations of the gold stand- 
ard have resulted in such widespread 
distress among the people, have caused 
such a disastrous business depression, 
and “have wrought such ruin among the 
owners of property, that those who have 
heretofore doubted the propriety of 
opening the mints to silver, being de- 
ceived by the cry of “sound” money, 
have come to the conclusion that some- 
thing is absolutely necessary to be done 
in order to prevent a further increase of 
value in our money standard accom- 
panied by a futther fall of prices. 

This change of attitude is shown by 
the increased majority in favor of the 
Teller resolution, which has thus been 
made the basis of harmony among dem- 
ocrats themselves, as well as the ground 
of agreement between democrats, popu- 
lists and gilver republicans. One of the 
meanings of the resolution, therefore, is 
harmony and united action among those 
who are in favor of higher prices and 
prosperity and who are opposed to gold 
monometallism. 

But the real intention of the resolu- 
tion was to draw the line sharply be- 
tween the gold monometallists and the 
bimetallists, and this it succeeded in do- 
ing. When the vote on Lodge’s gold 
declaration was taken, fifty-three votes 
fell against it, with twenty-four in favor 
of it, all but one (that of Cuckoo Caf- 
fery) being republican votes. This draws 
the line clearly between the gold wor- 
shipers and the bimetallists, and com- 
mits the republican party to the gold 
standard on the naked issue. 


The senate resolution will hardly come’ 


to a vote in the house, but if it does, 
it will be found that a majority of the 
republicans will oppose it, thus further 
committing the party to the gold stand- 
ard. The vote in the senate followed 
hard on the heels of the timely gold 
apeech maxie before the manufacturers’ 
association by: President McKinley, We 
say “timely’’ for the reason that the 
Speech goes a step further than Mr. Mc- 
Kinley has yet gone, and clearly fore- 
shadows the fact that in the campaigns 
ahead of us there will be nothing to 
e@onfuse the real issue, which is a con- 
vest between the selfish greed of the 
gold syndicate and the best interests of 
the people. 

Senator Bacon, of Georgia, very 
clearly explained the logical result of 
the vote on the Teller resolution. It 
clears the way for a final and permanent 
settlement of the financial question, 
and gives an opportunity for those who 

. favor the restoration of silver, as well 
as for those who. oppose it, to align 
themselves on one side or the other so 
that the vexed question may be settled 
by the people.

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vote.on the Lodge amendm 
specifically in payment . of gold pay 
ments. ‘The other two, with all the re- 
publicans, voted to commit the party to 
the declaration that the bondholders 
must be paid in gold ff they demand 
gold, notwithstanding the fact that the 
government eurrendered $16,000,000 in 
one of the last bond sales for the purpose 
or reserving the option of payment in 
either gold or silver. 


This is in direct agreement with the 
threat of Mr. McKinley that he pro- 
posed to defy the law rather than not 
pay the bondholders in gold. “WHAT- 
DVER MAY BE THE LANGUAGE OF 
THE CONTRACT,” the president de- 
clared to the manufacturers, “the United 
States will discharge all of it obliga- 
tions in the currency recognized as the 
best throughout the civilized world at 
the time of payment.” That is to say, 
no matter what the law may be, the 
bondholders must be paid in gold. 

Thus the issue has been squarely 
made, and the line squarely drawn. 
Those who are in favor of gold mono- 
meétallism will hereafter act with the 
republicans. Those who are in favor 
of bimetallism—in ggvor of the restora- 
tion of silver—will act with the demo- 
crats. 

From this it will be seen that the Tel- 
ler resolution means a great deal. 
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Uncle Sam’s Indian Reservations. 


While the idea is quite prevalent that 
most of the American Indians living 
within the bounds of the United States 
reside in the Indian Territory, such is 
by no means the case. From recent 
information sent out by the interior de- 
partment of Washington, it appears 
that out of a‘total of 252,238 Indians 
living in the United States, only 72,000, 
or barely more than one-fourth, reside 
in the Indian Territory. 

As for the remainder, they are scat- 
tered over twenty-four states and ter- 
ritories. The several Indian reserva- 
tions in the United States, with the 
acreage and population of each, are as 
follows: Arizona 6,400,037 acres, 35,- 
277 Indians; California 438,868 acres, 12,- 
514 Indians; Colorado 1,094,000 acres, 
1,202 Indians; Florida, acreage not giv- 
en, 470 Indians; Idaho 2,088,091 acres, 
4,200 Indians; Indian Territory 19,879,- 
573 acres, 72,000 Indians; Iowa 2,900 
acres, 400 Indians; Kansas 73,796 acres, 
1,162 Indians; Michigan 19,799 acres, 
7,500 Indians; Minnesota 2,254,781 acres, 
6,295 Indians; Montana 9,382,400 acres, 
10,900 Indians; Nebraska 114,550 acres, 
5,900 Indians; Nevada 954,135 acres, 
8,700 Indians; New'Mexico 9,496,645 
acres, 9,912 Indians; New York 87,677 
acres, 5,220 Indians; North Carolina 62,- 
211 acres, 2,880 Indians: North Dakota 
3,812,833 acres, 8,030 Indians: Oklahoma 
7,231,747 acres, 13,000 Indians; Oregon 
7,929,105 acres, 4,500 Indians: South Da- 
kota 10,271,501 acres, 18,840 Indéians; 
Texas, acreagé not given, 300 Indians;

‘Altogether, the Indian reservations in 
the United States aggregate 85,872,614 
acres, Or 134,176 square miles, which is 
equivalent to more than twice the area 
of the state of Georgia. 
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A Study of Negro Life in the South. 


One of the most interesting discus- 
sions yet presented of negro life in the 
south emanates from tthe pen of Profes- 
sor W. E. B. DuBois, of the United 
States department of labor, and deals 
exhaustively with the habits, peculiari- 
ties and occupations of the negroes liv- 
ing in Prince Edward county, Virginia. 
The reason why this particular field is 
selected is that it presents better op- 
portunities than almost any other one 
for the study of negro life in the south 
under normal conditions. 

Prince Edward countyis located near 
the center ofthe state,in whatis known 
as the Virginia black belt. The ne- 
groes considerably outnumber the 
whites in this particular locality, and 
the occupations in which they are en- 
gaged are various. Of course those 
living in the rural districts are chiefly 
engaged in the cultivation of tobacco 
and other agricultural products, but 
those living at Farmville, the county 
seat of Prince Edward county, are 
engaged in such divers employments as 
tobacco manufactummg, wood-working, 
fruit-canning, coopering, railroading, 
brick-making andthe like. Out of 1.350 
negroes living at Farmville, Professor 
DuBois found that 651 were employed 
in gainful occupations. Of this number 
fifteen were engaged in agricultural 
pursuits, twenty-two in professional 
lines of work, three hundred and eight 
in domestic and personal service, forty- 
seven in trade and transportation and 
two hundred and fifty-nine in manu- 
factures and mechanical industries. With 
respect to wages paid out to negro la- 
borers Professor DuBois found these to 
vary from 50 cents to $1.50 per day. 
Many negroes in the town were found 
to be in well-to-do circumstances. For 
example, it was ascertained that the 
leading negro barber in Farmville had 
accumulated property to the extent of 
$10,000, and that the entire brick-mak- 
ing industry of that place was owned 
by another negro. Quite a large per- 
centage of the negro residents of Farm- 
ville were found to be sufficiently well 
off in worldly goods to employ domestic 
and personal help of their own race, 

Out of 262 different negro families liv- 
ing in Farmville, Professor DuBois 
found that only seventeen were so re- 
duced in circumstances as to content 
themselves with one room to each fam- 
ily. With respect to the remaining 
families, it was found that 134 occupied 
two rooms each, forty-five three rooms 
each, thirty-one four rooms each, nine- 
teen five rooms each, eight six rooms 
each, three seven rooms each and five 
eight rooms each; making on the whole 
a very satisfactory showing. Professor 
DuBois furthermore found that nearly 
one-half of the 262 negro families in 
Farmville owned their own houses. 
Only five families were found with a 
yearly income so low as $50, while sev- 
eral were found with incomes ranging 
from $500 to $750. Out of the 651 ne- 
groes employed in gainful occupations, 
not less than 119 were found to be tax- 
payers. In view of the comparatively 
short time which bas elapsed since the 
war, better results in such a small town 
as Farmville could not be expected. 
With respect to educational advantages, 
Professor DuBois found that much 
room for improvement existed, althougn 
frankly admitting that much had been 
accomplished under the circumstances. 
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Of course in same localities the con- 
dition of the negro is much better than 
Professor DuBois found it to be in 
Farmville: in others, it is somewhat 
worse. As a rule, the negroes are do- 
ing fairly well ail over the south. They 
share with the whites in the enjoyment 
of public school advantages, and every 
incentive to thrift, economy and up- 
right citizenship 1s held out to them. 
Between the two races “in the south 
there exist the kindHest. feelings, 
broken only by such occasional out- 
breaks of passion on the part of the ne- 
gro race as call for vigorous treatment. 
But the foul brutes who suffer from the 
righteous, though illegally enforced pen- 
alties of lynch law, can hardly be said 
to represent the negro race, for the 
outrageous crimes which these brutes 
commit are deplored by the great mass 
of intelligent negroes as well as by the 

ites. 
ue a contribution to the study of ne- 
gro life in the south under normal con- 
ditions, the article prepared by Profes- 
cor DuBois is decidedly instructive and 


interesting. 


As to Compromising Principle. 

Our Washington correspondent calls 
attention to the scheme reported to be 
under way, backed by the money power 
and the cuckoo crowd, to restore to its 
pristine vigor the frayed myth of the 
“pivotal states.” This scheme, which 
was very successfully carried out for 
many years, and which caused the demo- 
cratic party many sore and disastrous 
defeats, consisted in the demands of the 
democratic delegates from the hopeless 
or doubtful states that they be permit- 
ted to dictate the platform and nominate 
the candidates. 

Our readers know the methods by 
which this scheme was carried out 
quadrennially. There was always the 
threat to the national convention that 
if it didn’t put this in the platform or 
leave out the other, it would be impos- 
sible to carry New York, New Jersey 
and Connecticut, and the campaign 
would be for nothing. In this way the 
certain democratic states were for years 
bound hand and foot by men pretending 
to be democrats, but in reality standing 
for and representing all that is most 
obnoxious to democracy. 

The scheme was further favored by 
the anomalous position of the southern 
states, the victims of reconstruction 
and the target for all the venom and 
vindictiveness that prejudice could 
breed. 

But thig is ancient history now. Sec- 
lionalism is dead, and prejudice is played 
out on both sides. In 1896 the real 
democrats of the country asserted them- 
selves, and wrote into their platform 
the doctrines of pure democracy. This 
was more than the time-servers could 
stand, and they retired from the party 
or took no part in the campaign. 

It is not at all surprising to hear that 
the old scheme is to be worked again, 
but it is quite interesting to know that 
it is to be manipulated by Mr. Croker. 
Ground is to be broken for a “‘compro- 
mise,” and an effort is to be made to 
emasculate the Chicago platform to suit 
the peculiar views of those who may nut 
agree with it. 

We have no doubt, however, that there 
is a disagreeable surprise in store for 
the gentry who are engaged in this 
particular deal. ‘The Constitution vio- 
lates no confidence when it informs them 
that the scheme they have in hand was 
forestalled months ago, and their plans 
anticipated. In fact, notice to this ef- 
fect was served on them some months 
ago. If they had ears to hear they 
could not have missed the inward mean- 
ing and purport of much that has been 
printed in the columns of democratic 
newspapers on the “pivotal states.” 

But if there has been any misunder- 
standing whatever, we hasten to remove 
it. In nearly every state in the union, 
theereal democratic organization is in 
the hands of those who are in hearty ac- 
cord with the Chicago platform. It 
follows, therefore, that the number of 
those who attend the next democratic 
convention with a view of emasculating 
the platform will be fewer in number 
than they were in the convention of 
1896—and this is saying a great deal. 

But perhaps it is idle to criticise or 
even discuss a scheme so futile and 
foolish. It could not succeed even if 
no measures had been taken to forestall 
it. As matiers stand, it will never reach 
the doors of the national convention. 
The issue ig not one of “pivotal states,” 
but of democracy against plutocracy. 
Democratic principles are to be pitted 
against the greed of the plutocrats. The 
issue is between the restoration of br- 
metallism and the wreck and ruin of 
the gold standard. The voters will 
have to take their choice without any 
regard to “pivotal states.” - 

And as for a compromise of democrat- 
ie principles, it will not be considered. 
There will be no such compromise, no 
evasion,-no dodging. The people must 
vote on the naked and unrelieved issues 
that have arisen between the democrats 
and the plutocrats. 
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The Robbery of Mail Trains. 

There is now pending in congress a 
measure introduced by Representative 
Hubbard, of Missouri, which seeks to 
prevent the wrecking and robbing of 
railway trains in the United States. So 
frequent and disastrous have these 
crimes become of late years, both to life 
and property, that appeal to the fedéral 
government for interference and pro- 
tection has been rendered imperative. 

In support of congressional action in 
the matter, whether based upon the par- 
ticular measure now pending, er upon 
some other one designed. to“bring about 
the same result, Mr. J. W. Shrague, 
editor of The Express Gazette, published 
in Cincinnati, openly asserts in a vig-. 
orous appeal to congress that. the crimes 
in question can mever be effectually 
prevented without federal legislation on 
the subject. He contends that the 
federal government in juris- 
diction of such crimes will not be tres- 
passing upon the rights of state govern- 
ments, and that its warrant for protect- 
ing human life and property in transit 
from one state to another is equally 
the interstate commerce commission 
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assume jurisdiction over life and proper- 


ty in transit. mtg 3 

So much for this phase of the subject. 
With respect to the number of crimes 
committed during the past year upom 
the property of railroads, showing the 
need of federal legislation, Mr. Shrague 
cites the fact that not less than thirty 
hold-ups occurred during this period. As 
the result of these hold-ups large 
amounts of property were either car 
ried off or destroyed, and several lives 
were lost. Since 1890, to quote the 
figures of Mr, Ghrague still further, 
there have. been not less than 218 hold- 
ups in the United States. Growing out 
of these hold-ups seventy-eight passea- 
gers and trainmen have lost their lives, 
while sixty-seven have received serious 
injuries. 

In view of these figures ft ig evident 
that radical measures of some kind are 
necessary. 

Evidently the “compromisers” are pré- 
paring a cold reception for themselves. 


We sometimes wonder if there is @ 
person in the United States, with intel- 
ligence enough to eat when he is hun- 
gry, who believes that the -democrats 
will “water” the Chicago platform to 
suit the agents of the plutocrats.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


Gossip is proverblally free with the 
names and business affairs of famous rich 
men, says The Cleveland Leader, and no 
money kings are more common targets for 
rumors and ‘reports of all kinds than the 
Rothschilds. Making all due allowance for 
thi@ tendency, it seems quite certain that a 
railroad will be built into the upper part 
of the Yukon valley, probably extending 
to the Klondike gold fle'ds, with money 
furnished, in large part, by members of 
that great family of bankers.

The apparent de- 
termination of the most famous bankers 
in the world to put. money into the Klon- 
dike region is very good evidence that ex- 
perts of the highest’ rank have found it 
full of promise of enduring prosperity. It 


{ndicates that the eld fields of the Yukon 


will not be exhausted for several decades, 
at least. They may last for centuries. The 
rezion which ts being developed Is so vaet 
and its possibilities are so great that only 
a rash or ignorant man would attempt to 
fix any limit of duration or productiveness 
for its gold mines. 
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According to a recent article which 
peared in The Chicago Times-Herald 
horse is the swiftest of all animals, 
even excepting the antelope. Says the 
writer of this article: “I believe that the 
horse is the swiftest animal in the world. 
One hears strange tales of the speed of 
the antelope, the white-tailed fawn, the 
springbok, the elephant, the jack rabbit 
and the wolf. The fastest of these is the 
American antelope, and I have never seen 
one that a good pony could nos beat. As for 
the rabbit or any kind of deer the horse 
will simply run over him. Taking into con- 
sideration the fact that the horse generally 
carries more than 18 pounds of rider, sgad- 
dle and gun, one gets an idea of how much 
superior he is.

WHAT MR. SANDERS WROTE 


| Mayor Collier Believes the Convention 
Ie Being ‘‘Prepared.”’ 


“ANTLMATIONAL QUARANTINE MEN DESIRED 


Geme Lively Correspondence and a 
Forcible Statement from the May- 
or—Sanders’s Statement. 


HERE appeared in The Constitution 

d 3 last Monday morning an article which 

referred to the quarantine convention 
scheduled for February 9th in Mobile, Ala, 

It was mentioned that letters had been re- 
celved by a prominent Atlanta physicilan— 
letters from Dr. W. H. Sanders, chairman 
of the executive committee of the conven- 
tion—and that it was the opinion of this 
physician and of those to whom the letters 
nad. been exhibited that there was an 
effort to secure delegates to the conven- 
tion @n an anti-national quarantine basis. 
The statement was also made that those 
best acquainted with Dr. Sanders refused 
to believe that he is a party to such a 
pian. Dr. Sanders was wired, and the 
substance of his statement was used. 

Because of the attention the article at- 
tracted, the letters upon which the article 
was based are presented in their entirety, 
and Dr. Sanders’s telegraphic statement 
js given in full, along with the additional 
statement by letter. 

In this connection, an interview with 
' Mayor Collier is also given space, for Mayor 
Collier was among the first to intimate 
that there was on foot a quiet effort to 
gecure a majority of ahti-national quaran- 
tine delegates; and to that opinion he still 
holds.: 

On January 17th Dr. Floyd W. McRae 
received a letter directed to “Dr. F. W. 
McRae, Secretary of the Board of Health.” 
From statements made by him to Mayor 
Collier it may be inferred that Dr. McRae 
Was at least surprised at the contents of 
the epistie. After reading the letter, he 
concluded there was a movement in 
progress to handicap the national quaran- 
tine sentiment, So convinced was he of 
this state of affairs, that in declining to 
be present on account of the illness of a 
member of his family, Dr. McRae took 
occasion to flatly announce to Dr. Sanders 
that he (Dr. McRae) believed it to be the 
Policy of tho executive committee to get 
together those who favored local quar- 
antine, 


Letter from Dr. Sanders. 
The letters from Dr. Sanders 
McRae is, in full, as follows: 


“Mob.le, Ala., January 15, 1898.—Dr. F. 
W,. Mettae, Secretary Board of Healtn, 
Atlanta, Ga. Dear Doctor: On account of 
Governor Atkinson's absence I fear that 
the five appointments of delegates to the 
Quarantine convention may noc be made, 

‘Please interest yourself about the mat- 
ter and see whether his private secretary 
or some other person cannot act for him. 

“I am anxious that your state stvuld 
be fully represented. Doubtless there are 
Many persons in your city and state who 
have jumped to the idea of national quar- 
antine without due consideration and I 
would like for any such to hear the sub- 
ject thoroughly _discussed. 

“Governor Atkinson, I understand, Coes 
not sympathize with the idea of national 
Quarantine, and were he at home doubt- 
less would make his five appdiutments 
from persons who entertain views similar 
to his own or who, at any rate, have not 
bi-ndly subscribed to ‘the policy of na- 
tfonai quarantine. As satd, please see if 
You cannot get the five appointments 
wrigsh your state is entitled made. > 
truly yours, W.H. SANDERS. M.D., 

“Chairman Execut.ve Committee.’”’ 

The letter of Dr. McRae, in reply to this 
makes the direct an effort to 
force a majority of local quarantine dele- 
gates. The letter is as foliows:

“Atlanta, Ga.. January 19, 1898.—Dr. W.-H. 
Sanders, Chairman txecutive Committee 
Quarantine Convention, 15 Francis street, 
Mobile, Ala. Dear Doctor: Both your Jet- 
ters of recent date to hand and noted. On 
account of sickness in my family I find 
that it will be impracticable for me to 
either attend the convention or prepare a 
paper to be read before that body.-I re- 
gret this, but I see no way out of it. 
am afraid, further, that my presence would 
not add to the harmony o7 the work of the 
body, as I am heartily in favor of a na- 
tional quarantine, and as it seems to be 
the policy of the executive committee to 
get together those who are in favor of lo- 
cal and state quarantine, I would, per- 
-haps, find myself one of a smal! minority, 
and a scurce of irritation. With kind 
e@ards to you, personally, I am very truly 
yours, FEF. W. McRAE.”’ 

The First of the Letters. 

An effort was made last Sunday to se- 
cure the foregoing letters, but they could 
not be obtained; sufficient was ‘known, 
however, to warrant ‘every line of the arti- 
cle in reference to the fact that it had 
been intimated that an effort was on foot 
to head off national quarantine sentiment. 

It was not until attacks- had been made 
upon the article in an Alabama paper 
that the letters could be secured. It seems 
that Dr. McRae having received the let- 
ter as secretary of the board of health, 
and findjng it of such a nature as to bring 
from him the words already quoted, de- 
termine® to hand the document from San- 
ders, along with his (Dr. McRae’s) reply, 
to Mayor Collier. 

This determination was carried out. 
When Mayor Collier reag the letter of Dr. 
Sanders he agreed with Dr. McRae that 
there was clearly an effort to put the con-

“It is my belef,” said Mayor Collier 
yesterday, ‘that there is an effort progress- 
ing to prepare the convention for antl- 
national quarantine resolutions by securing 
delegates {favoring local quarantine, That 
is the construction I put upon Dr. Sanders’s 
letter, and that is still the construction its 
wording dictates to me.

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~ QUARANTINE LAW 


Governor Atkinson Will Head the Dele- 
gation te Mobile. 


HE TALKS ABOUT THE LAW 


But is Opposed to a Quarantine Con- 
trolled by Federal Authority. 


HE NAMES THE DELEGATES FROM GEORGIA 


They Are Influential Men in All 
Walks of Life and) Will Represent 
the State Worthily. 


OVERNOR ATKINSON is anxious 

that the state should be well repre- 

sented at the quarantine convention 
to be held at Mobile on February 9th, and 
he has looked carefully over the field before 
making his selection of delegates. ' Unless 
official business should prevent, he will be 
present himself, and this fact is a sufficient 
guarantee that there will be a high old 
time in the convention whken the resolu- 
tions indorsing a national quarantine are 
presented. 

In vetoing the Knowles resolution—which 
was to the same effect—the governor took 
occasion to express pretty plain sentiments 
as to the right of the federal government 
to take possession of cities and states 
whenever an epidemic broke gut, and he 
planted both feet firmly on the proposition 
as it was presented to him with the com- 
Pliments of the Georgia legislature. 

Since his return from Mexico the gover- 
nor has been perplexed over the question 
of getting a delegation which would back 
him up in his pronounced views. The 
national guarantine idea has got abroad in 
Georgia, and it is said that most of the 
municipal delegates—including those from 
Atlanta—are inclined to favor that sort of 
remedy to the existing evil. The governor 
believes that uniform legislation in the 
several states most interested would be 
much more effective and satisfactory, and 
he will urge this plan upon the convention 
if he jis able to attend it. The present indi- 
cations all point to his being able to do so. 

The Delegates Named. 


Shortly afier he reached his office in 
the capitol yesterday, the governor an- 
-nounced his appointment of delegates to 
.4@ convention, They are: George C. 
Smith, of Atlanta, president of the Atlan- 
ta and West Point railway; P. W. Mel- 
drim, of Savannah; George B. Grimes, 
M. .D., of Columbus; 8S. B. Price; mayor 
of Macon, and W. E. Kay, of Brunswick. 
lt will be observed that one of the delegates 
is a physician, one is a raliroad man, 
one is a merchant and two are lawyers. 

The governor’s own views on the quaran- 
tine question are well known and Represen- 
tative Meidrim led the fight aga:nst the 
Knowles resolution when it came up for 
consideration in the house. Both took the 
positon that a national quarantine law 
would be an infringement of state rights, 
and the vigor with which they expressed 
the.r sentiments at the time attracted the 
attention of the northern newspapers, The 
entire Savannah delegation in the legisla- 
ture opposed the resolution and it was 
because they were in so conspicuous a 
minority that the public was surprised 
when the governor vetoed the measure. 

The Scope of the Convention. 

Governor Atkinson received yesterday a 
programme of the convention, containing 
the subjects that are to come up for d.s- 
cussion. An accompanying letter advised 
the governor to have his delegates pre- 
pared in advance to talk.

Berlin, January %.—The introduction of 
the s6cialist bill for the extension of the 
lMmited right of coalition of workingmen 
and the debate on the matter are regarded 
aa being of special importance. ,Herr 
Geyer cited cases showing that different 


/ governments, notably the Saxon and Prus- 


sian, do not scruple to violate the slim po- 
litical and trade rights of the working 
people. Baron von Stumm, at one time an 
intimate friend of Hmperor William, leader 
of the reactionists, favored additional cur- 
tallment-ef these rights. There is not the 
remotest chance of the reichstag adopting 
the bill or of the bundesrath approving it, 
and that the government recognizes this is 
evidenced by the fact that not a gingle 
miner attended the debate on Wednesday. 

The matter is important because the so- 
Cilalists propose to make it an issue at the 
coming elections. 

Maps which have been distributed to 
members of the reichstag show that the 
district about Kiao-Chou bay, ceded to 
consists of the northern and 
southern peninsula, inclosing the bay, the 
northern peninsula being a quadrupiet in 
size of the southern peninsula. The sphere 
of interest extends over a radius of fifty 
kilometres and includes the large towns of 
Kiao, Tsimo and Tyhout-Choeng. 

It is learned at the fsfaign office that 
owing to the sugar bounty conference at 
Brussels the reciprocity negotiations be- 
tween Germany and the United States are 
at a standstill and it is doubtful whether 
they will be resumed that Germany has 
about concluded that nothing tangible will 
come out of them.

Cuss the Dingley tariff law. 

The foreign office next week will direct 
the attention of the chambers of commerce 
to the serious American competition, 
especially in cottons growing up in South 
American countries, where German ex- 
porters have so great interests. The off- 
Clals of the foreign office are preparing a 
suggestion of the best way to combat this 
competition. 

The pecullar appositeness of the text of 
the special sermon on Emperor William’s 
birthday, namely, “Be still and know that 
I am God. I will be exalted among the 
heathen,” has attracted a great deal of 
attention and it is now explained that the 
emperor himself selected it. It is sug- 
gested that the adding of the word ‘‘Chi- 
nese” would make the passage complete. 

A noteworthy article in the Hamburger 
Nachrichten on the occasion of the em- 
peror’s birthday bears unmistakably the 
earmark of Friedrichsruhe and expresses 
Prince Bismarck’s views. It says: 

“The monarch has stepped into the fore- 
ground of public life-far more tnan his 
ancestor did. The policy of the empire 
and of Prussia beard marks of imperial 
or.gin and the strong individuality of the 
so0vere.gn is cver perceptible in the most 
different spheres. He not only governs, 
but rules, and-is.in reality the actual lead- 
er of the nation and dispeser of the desti- 
nies of Germany. If Germany is now =ni- 
Mmate@ by a higher spirit than a short time 
ago, if the confidence of the state gov- 
ernment visibly increases, if the spirit 
of enterprise is impulsed, we attribute it 
mainly to the fact that the emperor has 


known how to find ways whereby desired 
ends are attainable.” | 


The most severe criticism has teen 
aroused throughout the country at the 
sentence of two months’ imprisonment in 
a fortress imposed upon Herr Trojan, ed- 
itor of the Kladderadatsch, on Tuesday 
last, for cartooning the emperor in De- 
cember last by representing Frederick the 
Great, Napoleon, Alexander the Great and 
Leonidas. reading the speech of imperor 
William, delivered on November 18th, when 
he swore in the guards’ recruit, upon 
which occasion his majesty remarked that 
it was necessary to be good Christians in 
order to be good soldiers. Even the con- 
servative newspapers pronounce it as 
atrocious and it is said to be directly due 
to the emperor’s influence, as his majesty 
was furious at the cartoon and has given 
strict injunction that Herr Trojan be 
confined at Weichselmunde, situated in a 
fever-laden district, where Herr Wreds, 
another critic, contracted the most severe 
malaria. Kladderadatsch’s issue of today 
was confiscated, owing to the publication 
of a caTtoon in which Herr Trojan satiri- 
cally criticised his sentence. He also pub- 
lished two poems to the same effect in 
today’s Kladderadatsch. 

Herren Schmidt and Walther, two Alsa- 
tian editors, were also imprisoned curing 
the past week on the charge of lese majeste 
for publishing an ironical article on the 
emperors birthday. Herr Stadthagen, 4 
socialist member of the reichstag, has also 
been sent to prison for six weeks for lese 
majeste.

Weather Bureau Shows What Febru- 
ary Weather Will Be. 


BETTER MONTH THAN JANUARY 


The Date Showing What the Month 
Has Been Likesin Past Is Basis 
for This Prediction. 


To oblige the local prophets the weather 
bureau has prepared the following data so 
that all may know just what kind of weath- 
er to expect during the coming montn, 
which begins Tuesday. 

From the past records of February @ 
fairly pleasant period may be expected. It 
is true that there will be put nine clear 
days during the entire month according to 
the forecast, but the rainfall will be small, 
The ‘average rainfall for the month is 4.84 
inches and this is generally well distributed 
into good showers and does not fall in 
dreary drigziles. 

February is very fickle in the way of 
temperature. Sometimes it has furnished 
weather that made the mercury drop to 
the zero point, and then again the temper- 
ature has gone to that sizzling, summery 
altitude of 78 in the shade. On February WY, 
1891, the mercury registered 78. The normal 
temperature for the month is 47. The warm- 
est month of February during the past 
eighteen years was in 189, when the month 
averaged 5 degrees. The coldest month was 
in 1890, when the average for the month was 
but 39. 

The following data, covering a period of 
eighteen years, have been compiled from 
the weather bureau records at tlanta, 
taking the month of February for eighteen 
years. :

The greatest amount of snowfall recorded 
in any twenty-four consecutive hours— 
record extending to winter of 1884-5 oniy— 
was 7.4 inches on February 15 and 16, i899.

He says he saw 
there was no hope of the confederate states 
winning. 

In Georgia a reign of terror and lawless- 
ness followed Sherman’s march to the sea. 
Despite the fact that Colonel Pryor was 
euch a strong union sympathizer, the soli- 
dGiers of Sherman burned his barns andl 
warehouses, in which were stored 365 bales 
of cotton, besides helping themselves to 
all corn, provisions, hogs and cattle they 
wished. Cotton was then worth $2.20 per 


pound. Just\gfter the war Colonel John | 


Pryor sold forty bales he had for 3 cents 


@ pound, or a total of $10,000. The robbing 


and plundering by maraud ‘ng bands became 


so great after Sherman passed on that Gov- 


ernor Brown was prevailed upon to appoint 


a home militla for protection in various , 


part of Georgia.

a wealthy miller and merchant, was hang- 
ed until life was almost extinct, and then 
he toid the ‘hiding place where several 
thousand dollars were dug up. All the 
above victims were among the leading men 
of’ north Georgia. This brings this true 
history down to the time of the. Pryor 
tragedy, and it is best to let John T. Pryor 
tell about it in his own words. 
The Avenger’s True Story. 

“After the appointment of my father, H. 
M. Pryor, as captain of the home militia 
in the Cedartown district, ““‘we began ac- 
tive measures to check the marauding 
bands,’’ said Mr. Pryor. “One day on the 
road between Pryor’s Station and Cave 
Spring we came upon a band of five of the 
s0-called scouts, whom we had been pur- 
suing. The desperadoes were armed to the 
teeth, but my father and I and the others 
of the party got the drop on them and or- 
dered them to ride up one at a time and 
surrender. All of them did so except one, 
who was riding a showy calico or piebald 
horse. His name, I afterwards learned, was 
“Ducky” Ward, and that he was from 
Texas. I had covered him with my rifle. As 
the last man was riding up to surrender 
Ward, who could ride like a cowboy, threw 
himself on the side of his horse and started 
off in a gallop. .In a few moments I sent 
a rifle ball after him, and we knew it did 
its work, as we saw the dust fly. Just be- 
fore we took up our line of march with 
our prisoners for Cedartown a man came 
down the road leading Ward’s horse and 
said that there was a man lying dead near 
a branch up the road. After a few days in 
the Cedartown jail our prisoners were sent 
to Newnan to the military prison, but with- 
in ‘two weeks had been set free and were 
back in this section. They*«threatened to 
kill my father for having them arrested, 
and a fellow named Phillips was very bit- 
ter. 

“In arresting these desperadoes we often 
ran great risks. Colquitt, the leader of the 
Colquitt scouts, was in Cedartown shortly 


ed to kill him, but he never took it seri- 
ously. ‘The murder occurred on the road 
between here and Cave Spring, and about 
two miles from Pryor’s Station. Father 
had been to visit Mr. Hampton, and left 
there to return home, when not one hun- 
dred feet from the gate a party of the 
lawless scouts met him. The leader of 
the party, of whom there were four, was 
the fellow Phillips, whom we had arrested 
in the first gang not far from the very spot 
he now held up my father. Mr. Hampton did 
not like the looks of the fellows and stood 
out in his yard watching them. There was 
some conversation petween them and my 
father, while his colored body servant was 
@ short distance behind. 

“Phillips then drew his pistol and ¢e- 
liberately killed my father, shooting him at 
close range through the heart. With. the 
murderer as particeps criminis were .two 
men named Montgomery and Bishop, and a 
young fellow, whose name I do not care to 
mention. The killing occurred about 10 
o’clock in the morning, but I did not hear 
of it until about noon, as I was out hunt- 
ing. As quickly as possible I had my horse 
saddled and rode to the scene of the mur- 
der. I learned all I could as to the mur- 
derers, and leaving the body to be cared 
for by one of my brothers, rede off with 
the single purpose of killing the guilty men. 
However, I was unable to get any trace of 
them and returned to my home about dark. 
About 1 o’clock, accompanied by a faithful 
negro and several friends, all on horseback, 
I started out again. We were rewarded by 
striking a hot trail. At the Wheelers, a 
few miles from my home we found they 
had been robbed by the prowling scouts. 
One of the Wheeler boys joined us in the 
pursuit. About sun-up we reached old 
Tom Treadaway’s and found he himself 
had been driven out the house by outlaws. 
Mrs. Treadway was a good old soul, and 
was weeping as she told of the outrages 
they committed. ‘May the good Lord help 
you to catch them,’ she said, and then 
she fell on her knees and prayed for the 
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Festus, Mo., 
June 2nd., 1897.

The Sixth Victim. 


“For several weeks following the mur- 
der of my father I staid around home, oc- 
casionally going off on short trips, when 
I heard of Phillips, Montgomery or Bishop 
being in our section of country. They 
knew that it was dangerous for them to 
get into my neighborhood, as I would kill 
them on sight. It was Phillips that I 
wanted more than the other two, as he 
Was the murderer, although I swore to 
never rest until all had bit the dust. The 
country was considerably excited with the 
news of the assassination of President 
Lincoln, but nothing made me lose eight 
of my purpose to revenge the co!d-blooded 
murder of my father. I learned that Phit- 
lips) when not on a free-booting excur- 
sion, lived on a farm down in Hara‘son 
county. -I made a trip there in June, but 
missed him. 

“I was more successful on my second 
trip. It was early in July thaf, with one of 
my brothers and two friends, I started out 
about nightfall for Phiilips’s home with 
the determination of killing bim. We sur- 
rounded his home somewhere about 3 
o’ciock in the mourning. I was on a Hhitle 
path that led through the woods to the 
clearing beyond, ‘The others were well 
stationed, and as he, was at home, as we 
had heard and had.every reason to. be- 
Leve, we did not see how he could escape. 
Just before day somebody came out of the 
house and down the path past where I 
lay. It was too dark for me to see I 
would have hailed him and ordered him to 
throw up his hands, but I was afraid if it 
was not Phillips, he would go off and give 
the ajarm, and if it was, he might get the 
drop ‘on me. Therefore h2 passed along 
without any notion of my presence. I laid 
out there in the woods until about 8 
o'clock, and as I had seen and could see 
no sign of a man about the premises I 
gave the ‘Bob White’ whistle for my com- 
The one nearest to me came up and 
I told him the circumstances, We de.erm- 
ined to follow the man who had gone out 
so ecrly. Taking the path we followed 
it for about half a mile, when we came to 
an open field at the foot of a high hill. 
There in the center of the field was Phil- 
L.ps piowing. We quickly drew back under 
the thick cover of the woods without-ehim 
seeing us. Then 1 rode around to the top 
of the hill above him and waited in the 
edge of the woods. He plowed on to the 
end of the row under the hill, and just as 
he was going to turn around J stepped out 
from the woods and covered him with 
gun.

He naa got wind of me and 
fled tue country. I had people looking for 
him in Texas, and I once went to Ox0na, 
Ark., after him, but his brother-in-law so 
pieaded with and persuaded me that 1 did 
not ki nm. bishop ded within a short 
time after [ kitiead Philiips. About five 
years ago Montgomery died in Arkansas. 

“So now I have told you the tragedy part 
of my hfe as it occurred. I have wid 
you all the trutn, for half the truth is 
werse than a Le.”’

STUDENT VOLUNTEERS 
‘ HAVE A WIDE FIELD 


The great missionary meeting in fhe 
world’s history is promised for Cleveland 
during the closing days of February. 

Tris will be the third triennial conven- 
tion of the student volunteer movement for 
foreign missions, which, it is believed, will 
far surpass in attendance and interest any 
previous assemblage of the kind. 

The Student Volunteer Movement is one 
of the strange and remarkable organiza- 
tions of the latter part of the nineteenth 
century. It dates back only ten years, 
but since its inception it has performed a 
great work and has made itself felt to 
the uttermost ends of the earth. 

The movement is an organization of stu- 
dents of the institutions of higher learning 
of the United States and Canada. Its mem- 
bers are bright, earnest men and women 
who have valuntarily pledged themselves 
to go as missionaries to the heathen in 
foretgn lands whenever they may be called 
upon to do so. 

There are many thousands of these con- 
eecrated men and women in the country 
at the present time, and their devotion and 
willingness to do what they may toward 
spreading the gospel have resulted in bring- 
ing about a condition of affairs which has 
never exsted before. 

Ths condition is briefly that the denom!i- 
national mission boards, the best church 
organizations which are constantly seeking 
to secure more means and more persons 
to go into the foreign field, have during 
recent years for the first time been able 
to find an adequate supply of consecrated 
persons willing to go as missionaries. 

Traveling Secretary Robert E. Lewis, 
who is in charge of the arrangements for 
the approachng convention, in speaking of 
the work of the movement today, said: 

“The Student Volunteer Movement is not 
a board of foreign missions, and has never 
Sought to be. It is an enlisting agency 
instead. It receives in. its membership 
young men and women who are students in 
the colleges and universities of the United 
States and Canada, and after training them 
in its great mission of educational classes. 
it turns them over to the denominational] 
mission boards, to be by them sent into 
the field. | 

“Its work along this Hne has been a won- 
derful one, and the movement has been ac- 
corded the warmest praise and support 
from the’ greatest religious bodies of the 
wor!ld. 

“The coming convention will have three

dent universities, the medical and secta- 
rian colleges and the theological semina- 
ries of this country and the dominion. 

“It will be inter-denominational, for all 
the great evangelical denominations will 
be represented, and it will be interna- 
tional, because in addition to the great 
mass of delegates from North America, 
there will be fraternal delegates from the 
universities of the old world and mission- 
ary delegates from the great nations of the 
Orient. 

“There will be present the eminent di- 
vines of this continent, leading editors of 
religious papers, secretaries of mission 
boards, professors, and the state and na- 
tiomal leaders of young people’s societies. 

“At the lowest count, there will be two 
thousand delegates in Cleveland during the 
five days of the convention, and the num- 
ber may be much greater. Mr, John R. 
Mott, world secretary of the Christian Stu- 
dent Federation of the great nations, will 
be a leading figure in the convention.” 

The personnel of the leadership of this 
great students’ movement ig interesting. 
In addition to Mott, the world secretary, 
who has addressed the greatest universil- 
ties of twenty-four countries on both hem- 
ispheres, Robert P. Wilder, who has trav- 
éled extensively among the universities of 
America, Britain, Denmark and ~° India; 
Fletcher 8S. Brockman, a typical south- 
crner, who has done more for religion in 
the untfversities and colleges of the south 
than any other mon; Miss Ruth Rouse, 
who has stocd before audiences In all the 
Great universities of Britain, Norway and 
Sweden; Dr. Pauline Root, a leader among 
the women of India; Harlan P. Beach, of 
America and China, tcgether with Robert 
R. Gailey, who was the famous center- 
rush of the champion Princeten football 
team of 1896—these and others are the 
leaders in this internationa] students’ 
movement and the managers of the con- 
vention. 


FIRST BUILDING 
JUST COMPLETED 


The commendation of the new American 
university at Washington by the commis- 
sion of federation representing the Metho- 
dist Episcopal church and the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, has given to that 
institution a new impetus. The hall of his- 
tory, the first building of the university, 
has just been completed, and turned over 
to the trustees. Its corner stone was laid 
not quite two years ago. Work has not 
been steady upon it owing to lack of funds, 
but the bullding has been put up within the 
past year and a half. It is a substantial 
stone structure 176 feet long, and of a style 
of architecture that is to be maintained 
throughout an entire group of more than 
twenty buildings. The trustees have an- 
nounced their intention to profit by the 
hit and miss appearance of buildings on 


several old college campuses, by providing 
in advance the location of all buildings, 


such time as funds are in hand to put it 
up in the style and with the materials 
that its importance and position demand, 
The trustees of the university have just 
purchased atriangular piece of ground 
lying along the eastern front of the cam- 
pus, which brings the whole site to a fron- 
tage on the new Nebraska avenue, which 


road. 

This campus is on the heights of north- 
west Washington and ideal in all respects. 
It contains ninety acres, and within the 
past few weeks the part of it immediately 
around the hall of history has been graded 
and seeded. ‘Details of walks and locations 
of buildings have all been fixed upon, and 
the building and endowing of this great 
institution is to be the task of Methodists 


north and south during, at least, the early 
part of the new century. 

In spite of the hard times, the site, val- 
ued at $250,000, has been purchased and 
paid for during the past five years. Toward 
the new ahd future buildings $350,000 has 
been secured, and there is already an en- 
dowment of $500,000 in hand. The trustees 
include a great number of prominent Meth- 
odists in every part of the country. The 
new United States senator from Maryland, 
the Hon. L. E. McComas. is one of them. 
The university is intended solely for the 
promotion of postgraduate study and origi- 
nal inquiry.

St. Paul’s day was 
chosen, and the movement was christened 
“The Brotherhood of St. Paul,” hecause 
that apostle, both by the example that 
he set in his trade as a tentmaker and 
by his precepts in favor of industry, is 
still the foremost human teacher of the 
principle of the dignity of labor and its 
right to such, wages as warrant the com- 
forts of family life.

“tng nothing, these followers of St. Paul 
have now launched. out into the deep and 
let down their nets for a draught. For 
the past year has shown them that the 
unchristian class feeling between capital 
and labor and proved that there was 
greater, not less, neéd for their efforts to 
remove it. 

Accordingly on St. Paul’s day this year— 
January 25th—the movement has been both 
amplified and simplified and the following 
sent out: 

“The Brotherhood of Bt. Paul aims to 
unite in various forms of practical co- 
operation all Christian employers of labor, 
for the maintenance of wages in the in- 
terest of manliness and in depreciating all 

patronizing and ‘pauperizing substitutes 
for the true Christian charity of heip to 
self help. 

“Legally the employers of labor are the 
capitalists for whom laborers work, but 
morally the employers of labor include the 
customers of those capitalists, and the 
consumers of their products. Hence it is 
the duty of Ohristian consumers to cOo- 
operate with ‘those capitalists who pay 
fair wages and in. general accord fair 
treatment to their employees; and to give 
them preference by means of ‘white lists’ 
éver those who oppress their employees. 

“The Brotherhood of St. Paul aims to 
unite Christian men, as well as Christian 
women who have already organized con- 
sumers’ leagues in several large cities, in 
a national organization for the enrollment 
of the empleyers of labor in ‘white lists,’ 
and ‘the ‘encouragement of those who 
are willing to accord justice to their em- 
ployees. There are no dues, but all organ- 
izations or individuals willing to co-Op- 
erate are requested to communicato with 
the central office by addressing the Rev. 
Kemper Bocock, secretary, 1041 Thirty-sec- 
ond street, Washington, D. C.” 

It is purposed eventually to Keep mem- 
bers of ‘the brotherhood jn touch with the 
progress of the movement and in posses- 
sion of all brotherhood information by 
publNshing a quarterly journal called 
Brotherhood. 


NEWS OF THE CHURCHES 
IN THE FOREIGN FIELDS 


A remarkable amount of missionary in- 
terest is to center in the student voluntec® 
gathering at Cleveland to open on Feb- 
ruary 23d. Official representatives of al- 
most every mission board in America will 
be there, and the list of speakers is one of 
the most formidable ever prepared for eny 
convention. The programme bristles with 
great names and great church titles. The 


/ wonder will be, in a four-day convention, 


when time will be found for all to be 
heard. Not only will above three hundred 
colleges be represented by students, but 
Young Men's Christian Association secre- 
taries, college professors and workers in 
Christian Efideavor;. Brotherhood of 3St. 
Andrew, Baptist You People’s Union and 
Epworth and Luther Leagues afe to be 
there. So, too, are workers from mission 
flelds in India, China, Japan, Corea, Persia, 
Turkey, Africa, Mexico, Brazil, Chile and 
the Pacifig islands. Such a remarkable 
gathering of foreign mission workers out- 
crusades the crusaders of medieval days, 
while in make up it proves that the religi- 
ous world moves. So many different de- 
nominations would not have thus come to- 
gether under any auspices thirty years ago. 
Apart from the object it seeks to further 
this great meeting marks an epoch in the 
history of church unity. 


At last the Church Army hae a clerical 
head. This organization is similar to the 
Salvation Army in its make-up, but unlike 
it in method. It employs army titles and 
uniforms, but substitutes the Episcopal 
liturgy for general evangelical services. It 
was under the Parochial Missions Society 
for a time, but on account of some small 
trouble it was dropped by it. Next a com- 
mission took it in charge, but finally that 
commission permitted itself to expire by 
limitation and for some weeks there was 
no responsible head. An offer was made to 
the Rev. Dr. William S. Douglass, of New 
Haven, Conn., to become its clerical head, 
but he declined. The old commission, con- 
sisting of the Rev. Dr. E. A. Bradley, 
vicar of St. Agnes chapel, Trinity parish; 
the Rev. Dr. E. Walpole Warren, rector 
of St. James church, New York, and the 
Rev. Dr. W. M. Hughes, of Morristown, 
N. J., have now reorganized the commis- 
sion and agreed each to serve by turns as 
clerical head. The general in cOmmand, 
Henry H. Hadley, is announced to be 
strictly under close and constant orders 
from the clerical authority. The most ac- 
tive work of the army has been accom- 
plished in New Haven, but there have been 
posts established in Boston and Pittsburg. 
In the former there is a Church Army of 
Massachusetts and in the latter there has 
long been a successful mission conducisd 
along Church Army lines. The army has 
met with opposition from many quarters 
because little understood, but its promoters 
maintain that it is an attempt to take hold 
of what home miss‘on spirit there ig in 
the Episcopal ¢church that favors going 
down into the very depths of sin and 
poverty after the lost and fallen. With an 
active and responsible clerical head it now 
hopes to recover lost ground, 


Mr. Moody is going back to New York 


at the middle of March to undertake meet- 
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been engaged for the March meetings, 
which are now announced for one week, 
but which wil last longer if predictions 
prove true. The imnovation consists in 
having the meetings continuous from 10 
in the morning until 10 at night. Mr. Moody 
promises to speak at least twice each day, 
and other evangelists, including the Rev. 
Dr, J. Wilbur, Chapman, of Philadelphia;

B. Meyer, of London, who ig now on an 
evangelistic tour in this country, are to 
render assistance. A choir of one thousand 
vo.ces is in training. Mr, Ao0ody com- 
plains that few American cities contain 
meeting places large enough for him, and 
says that in Canada, although the cities 
are smaller, he fares better, because there 
are there armories as there are not m 
American cities to which general audiences 
are accustomed to go. 


The decision of the Rev. Dr. John Hall, 
of the Fifth Avenue Presbyterian church, 
New York, to withhold the sending of his 
resignation to the presbytery will end the 
Incident for the moment, but those who 
understand the situation in the church 
fear it will not long remain ended. The 
congregation was formed many years ago 
by families from Scotland and the north 
of Ireland. They came to America and 
brought their pastor with them. They are 
passing away and the younger generation, 
having become Americanized, care little 
for the old controversies, Dr. Hall cannot 
change his style, The financial condition 
of the church, due to the falling off in 
interest and attendance, is not improved 
by the pastor’s reconsideration. ‘There is 
no difference with the session and there 
has been none. The session will accept the 
pastor’s decision and await results. These 
results the public ought to expect to hear 
at any time during the next year or two. 
But this much should be said, and that w.th 
with confidence: The condition is congre- 
gational and quite peculiar to the church 
in question ,and does not apply to Presby- 
terianism in general, either in New York 
or elsewhere, 


President Clark, of the OChristian En- 
déavor, has just made an appeal to mem- 
berg of the society urging them to make 
the seventeenth year of the organization 
pre-eminently a “year of the quiet hour,” 
and he brings forward the arguments in 
favor of silent worship and personal medi- 
tation long made by the plain friends. The 
Boclety celebrates its seventeenth birthday 
next Wednesday, and many pastors in all 
parts of the country will offer special 
prayers and in some cases preach sermons 
for their local societies of Christian En- 
deavor. This movement is bringing about 
each year a substantial spiritual growth 
both in its societies and in the churches. 
and the belief is expressed that careful 
heed to President Clark’s appeal just made 
will result in an even greater forward 
movement during the year just opening. 
Many societies are planning for ‘quiet 
hours” to be held at 7 next Thursday morn- 
ing, and to be continued annually thereafter 
on each Christian Hndeavor birthday.

I refused to give away money 
which did not belong to me: but I went 
down into my own pocket and out of my 
own private funds—which I1 bad a right to 
bestow—I subscribed #80 to the relief fund 
which was being quietly raised. How 
much of his Own money did Mr. Henry 
give? Not a cent! He was :u6 busy trying 
to give away yours. Now, gentlemen, 
which of us two did the better part by suf- 
fering Ireland?’ The effect of this was 
magical; the cat calls were now for Henry 
and the cheers for Johnson, and the votes 
went with the cheers. 

Thus the campaign went on, ending ina 
victory for the ex-tailor, who once more 
took his place among the statesmen of the 
land. But his term was a short one, for 
death soon claimed him. But he left be- 
hind him a reputation as a “stump” 
speaker which abides still upon the hust- 
ings down in Tennéssee.

HOW THE POPE IS CHOSEN. 


The Declining Health of Leo XIII 
Brings Up This Subject. 


From The Chicago Chronicle. 

Drifting across the ocean from the noisy 
city come hints and rumors, vague and un- 
authoritative, but none the less disturbing 
that ere long the college of cardinals will 
be called upon to elect a successor to Pope 
Leo XIII. The health of the pontiff has 
for some time been failing and this fact, 
combined with his advanced age, has led 
to the belief that the days of the head of 
the church are numbered. 

The cardina!s were originally the priests 
of the Roman church and centuries ago, 
when the people of Rome elected their 

ishops, the cardinals declared their right 
to elect the pontiff. Pope Nicholas, soon 
after his accession in 1068, ratified this de- 
mand of the cardinals, but declared that 
the laity and ciergy of the city should 
ratify the action of the cardinals in 


scandals and charges of bribery and in- 
timidation that Gregory X, in 1272, cut off 
the priests and people of Rome from par- 
ticipation in the election and left it en- 
tirely to the college of cardinals. 

As constituted then and now, the college

The funeral of a pope usually lasts nine 
days, the body, after being embalmed and 
gobed in pontifical vestments, lying in 
state three days in the Sistine and three 
in the Cathedral of St. Peter.

vatican. After the funeral the cardinals 
gather in the vatican, masses are said, a 
sermon relating to their duties is delivered 
by one of their own number or by some 
distinguished prelate chosen for the occa- 
sion, and the cardinals retire to a private 
wing of the vatican to hold the election. 
Formerly none but cardinals were admit- 
ted to this conclave, but of late years. L2e 
rule hag been greatly relaxed. The cardinais 
are mostly oid men, some of them very 
aged, in some cases unable to help them- 
selves to the extent desired, so that within 
the wing of the vatican ‘mpart for their 
use there are now adinitted barbers, wait- 
ers, valets, doctorg an~4 other attendants, all 
of whom take the same oath as the cardi- 
nals, to divulge nothing of what passes 


within the conclave. After all who should 
be there have entered the apartments, ev- 
ery entrance but one is walled up; brick- 
layers with material and tools being in 
readiness. One door, however, a small pri- 
vate entrance, is not included, for it has 
happened that a cardinal died during a con- 
clave, and some means of access to the 
apartments is deemed desirable, in view of 
an extraordinary contingency. The little 
door is locked within and without, and an 
attendant waits on each side, uo one being 
allowed to pass in or out except by special 

ermission from both the cardinals and the 
canal chamberlain. 


Each Has a Cell. 


Formerly all the cardinals lived and slept 
in a common dormitory, but now a private 
cell is set apart for each. With the plain- 
est furnishings, these little apartments 
more clusely resembie the cell of a mank 
than a habitation fit for a prince of the 
church. The cells are drapea, those for 
the cardinals created by the last pope in 
red, all others in green, so that the dis- 
tinction between a red cardinal and a green 
cardinal is marked during the election, if at 
no other time. 

There is little change in the routine life of 
the cardinals during these days they are 
confined here waiting the final vote. An 
official wakes each cardinal at 6 o’clock 
every morning, and the college immediately 
assembles at mass before a temporary 
altar. After mass a ballot is taken, and if 
there is no choice they retire for break- 
fast. In discussion, possibly electioneer- 
ing, exercise and other ways, they pass the 
time until 2 o’clock in the afternoon, when 
another ballot is taken, and if without 
result they dine, all retiring at dark to 
wait the next day's events. 

There are four acknowledged methods of 
electing a pope: 1. By inspiration. 2. By 
compromise. 3. By scrutiny, or ballot. 4. 
By access. Popes have often been elected 
by inspiration. When upon entering the 
conclave one candidate is obviously the 
choice either of the entire body or a ma- 
jority, some one, viva voce, proposes his 
name, the other cardinals accept, and the 
inspiration of the act is recognized. By the 
compromise method the cardinals, finding 
it impossible to agree upon a choice, leave 
to one of their own number the tesk of 
noninating a pdpe. 

System of Balloting. 


The system of balloting which has been 
in vogue In the conclave for several hun- 
dreds of years is a curious premonition of 
the Australian system. Sheets of paper are 
carefully folded so that when opened by 
the tellers the latter see nothing but the 
name of the candidaty who has been voted 
for, while in one of the folds is recorded 
also the name of the cardinal voting. When 
a ballot is to be taken these sheets are dis- 
tributed by the attendants among the 
princes of the church, each records his vote, 
and in the folded corner his name or in- 
itials, the latter being done for the sake of 
identifying the ballot in case any contro- 
versy should arise as to the number of 
votes or their validity, then advances to 
the altar, kneels, repeats a prayer and in 
the sacred chalice deposits his ballot.

is composed of cardinal bishops, cardinal 
priests and cardinal deacons. The cardinal 
bishops are the bishops of Osia, Porto, Al- 
bano, Tusculum, Sabina and Palestrina, 
the former states of the church. The car- 
dinal bishops enjoy certain prerogatives 
not accorded to cardinals of other rank, 
while the cardinal deacons have occasional- 
ly not even been ecclesiastics at ail, but 
laymen who couid serve the church better 
with the rank of cardinal than“in any 
other capacity. In the eleventh century 
the number of cardinals was twenty-eight, 
but it has since been increased until now, 
when full, the college: has seventy mem- 
bers. It is, however, never full, there be- 
ing always hats held in reserve, at the 
disposal of the pope, to be conferred when 
deemed advisabie. At present the college, 
as to nationality, stands as follows: Ital- 
jan, twenty-nine: French, seven; Spanish, 
seven; Austrian, five; Bohemian, two; Por- 
tugese, two; German, two; Belgian, one; 
Polish, one: Irish. two: Hungarian, four; 
English, one: Canadian, one and one 
American. The preponderance of the 
Italian element is thus seen to be very de- 
cided, and, although the Italians have not 
the requisite two-thirds to elect a pope. 
they have enough to prevent a combination 
“of the foreign element against them, and 
can, if they choose, control the election. 
It has been so for over 300 years, Adrian 
wae hy 1522, being the last pontiff of foreign 
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and there is a tradition that on one oc- 
casion in the last century a cardinal, wise 
in his yagi prevented the election of 
a rival by concealng his ballot in his 
sleeve instead of depositing it in the chalice. 
When the ballots were counted of course 
there was one short and no election, and 
before another ballot was taken the tricky 
cardinal had won over enough votes to 
“his own side to insure success. After the 
the ballots have all been deposited in the 
chalice three cardinals are appointed tejlers, 
who open the sheets read and record the 
names of the candidates voted for and an- 
mounce the result. If no election has been 
attained the ballots are burned, together 
with the record of the vote made by the 
tellers. This part of the procedure is so 
well understood in Rome that as soon as 
the cardinals are locked up in conclave a 
particular chimney in the vatican palace is 
watched, and when smoke is seen ascend- 
ing from it everybody knows that an un- 
successful ballot has been taken. 

When the ballot is successful the new 
pope is attired in the vestments of h's office 
and escorted to the vatican, where he occu- 
pies the apartments just vacated by his 

redecessor. His name is chosen and a car- 

inal selected for the purpose hastens to the 
balcony facing the pu square outside the 
vatican and there announces to the great 
assemblage awaiting the name of the new 


pope.

Accidents to Animals.

Among wild quadrupeds only the rumi- 
nants with large horns and long limbs 
seem commonly liable to accidents. Cases 
of stags dying with interlocked antlers are 
recorded from time to time, and Buck!and 
gives an account of a curious accident 
which befell a big stag in Windsor forest. 
The poor beast had been standing on its 
hind legs to nibble leaves from a thorn 
tree. and caught its hoof in a fork in the 
trunk. This threw it on its back and 
broke the bone, Though red deer are in 
this country mainiy found wild on moun- 
tainous ground, we much doubt if they are 
really a mountain species or specially clever 
on rocky ground. 

Mr. J. G. Millats mentions one pass where 
the bones of deer that have missed their 
footing and fallen down the crags may 
frequently be seen. Broken limbs are very 
common, even among park stags, generally 
due to fights in the rutting time. This 
must usually lead to the death of deer in 
all districts where large carnivora are 
found: but the astonishing way in which 
broken bones, or even worse injuries re- 
ceived by wild animals, cure themselves if 
the creature is let alone, shows that the 
most serious accidents need not jead to 
death, even if left to nature. The most 
striking of recent instances is the case of 
a doc antelope at Leonardslee, which 
smashed ite hind leg high up, and so badly 
that the bone protruded. It would have 
been shot, but it was ooserved to be feed- 
ing, as if not in pain. It survived the 
winter, and was seen to@wing the injured 
ieg forward to scratch fts ear before the 
bone set. The fracture reduced itself, and 
the cut skin grew over the place, leaving a 
scar. Later, though lame, it was perfecily 
well, and reared a young one. 

A tiger, recently killed in the hot weath- 
er, had a bullet wound a week old which 
had smashed its shoulder. This wound, 
though a very bad one, was perfectly 
healthy, end there was evidence: that since 
it was inflicted the tiger had eaten no 
flesh, but only drank water. In the Wa- 
terlco cup coursing in 1886 “Miss Glen- 
dyne” and “‘the runnerup” for the cup were 
slipped at a hare which went wild and 
Sirong. When killed after a good course 
by the two crack greyhounds, it was found 
to have only three feet. This may be com- 
pared with the accounts of a col.le dog, 
recently quoted in the papers, which had 
one fore foot and one hind foot cut off by 
a reaping machine, but which still manages 
to help with the flock. Dogs, which ought 
to be little liable to accidents, sre very 
frequent sufferers, largely from their asso- 
ciation with man and intense desire ‘o 
participate in all his doings. One of their 
commonest mishaps arises from their love 
of riding jin carts. They become quite 
clever at rambiing or jumping in, »ut 
are not “built” for jumping down on to 
a hard road. If the cart moves as they 
make their spring the danger {s increase], 
and forelegs broken, usually just below the 
shoulder, are very commonly seen. 

Dogs also have dangerous falls when on 
the ground, accidents usually ascribed only 
to bipecs and horses. A greyhound going at 
full speed will trip, fly head over heels and 
break a leg or even its neck. “Master Ma- 
grath’’ in 18% went through the rotten ice 
of the River Alt, from which Altcar takes 
its mame, while following the hare, and 
nearly died from the effects. But the 
strangest mishap which the writer has 
ever seen fall to the lot of a dog was the 
cage of a setter which “tripped” over a 
sitting hare. The dog, a large, heavy ani- 
mal, was ranging at high speed in a field 
of thinly planted mangold. As it passed 
between the rows its hind feet struck

With Archinard Brothers He Investi- 
gated Claims of Sanarelli.

HAS DISCOVERED NEW METHOD OF DIAGNOSIS 


Successfully Diagnoses Yellow Fever 
Just as Typhoid Fever Is 


' {, «¢ (Diagnosed. 
I) R. ROBERT scorr WOODSON, a 
captain in the medica) department of 
the United States army, late of Fort 
Jackson, New Orleans, is now permanant- 
ly stationed at Fort McPherson. Dr. Wood- 
son has been in the city two days end 
yesterday morning moved to Fort M«c- 
Pherson. 

In 1892, when he first entered the army, 
he wag stationed at Fort McPherson and 
will be well remembered. He is a brother- 
in-law of Mr. C. L. Pettigrew, of this city, 
and is originally from Virginia. 

During the yellow fever epidemia last 
summer Dr. Woodson, though: he had never 
had the disease, obtained permission from 
the department to remain in New Orleans 
and study yellow fever. He worked with 
a corps of prominent physicians during the

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epidemic and after the disease was stamped 
out he continued his investigations in a 
bacteriological laboratory. He worked with 
the Archinard brothers, two of the most 
prominent physicians of New Orieans, who 
have been giving a great amount of study 
to the yellow fever germ. 
The results of.the investigations maé e by 
these three physicians have been highly 
successful, €0 much so, in fact, that they 
have given to the medi cal world for the 
wt time a positive diagnosis of yellow 
ever. 
The method of bacteriological diagnosis 
of typho'd fever is applied to yellow fever 
with equally as marked results as are seen 
in the typhoid fever diagnosis. 
“Ome of the great troubles with diagnosis 
by autopsy,” said Dr. Woodson, ‘‘was that 
when the phys«ians gathered and com- 
meénced their investigations it wag prob- 
ably two days before they could reach a 
definite decision. In the meantime the peo- 
ple in the vicinity usually became fright- 
ened and left as rapidly as possible, car- 
rying the germs with them. The recent 
epidemic afforded us an excellent field for 
our investigations and our work has been 
to prove the claims of Sanarelli and to 
make other investigations. He have fol- 
lowed Sanarelli closely and have confirmed 
beyond a doubt his claims to the discvyoery 
of the specific cause of yellow fever. 
““We believe his bacillus icteroides to be 
the pathogenic injectious agent of the dis- 
ease and have isolated it in pure cultures 
from 70 per cent of our autopsies. We have 
isOlated the disease not only from the or- 
gans of yellow fevér cadavers, but from 
fresh blood, sweat of typical cases and ex- 
haled breath. We have gone a st tep far- 
ther than Sanarelli in the breath ang sweat 
and have proved the prokable source of 
infection. We failed to tsolate the gerra 
from the black vomit and this is In accord- 
ance with Sanareill, The germ has been 
searched for in the black vomit by many 
physicians, but the disease does not have 
its origin in the gastro intestinal canal, but 
it is probably inhaled with fomites, 
A. Positive Diagnosis. 

“Widal, of the Pasteur institute, observ- 
ed when the serum of the blood of the 
typhoig fever patient wags mixed with a 
bouillon culture of the bacillus o? typhoid 
fever, that the micro-organisms were all 
rendered motionless and were agglutinated 
together in lumps. This method applied to 
yellow fever was highly successful and 
will be of great value. This was probably 
the most important result of our investiga- 
tions. A typical agglutinative reaction was 
obtained as readily when the blood of a 
yellow fever patient was applied to the 
bacillus icteroides as when the blood of 
a typhoid fever patient was applied to the 
germs of yellow fever, thus furnishing an 
early and positive diagnosis of yellow fe- 
ver. 
“If this diagnosis of yeliow fever had 
been known during the recent outbreak of 
the disease the physicang who were sent 
there could have in a very few hours an- 
nourced the prevalence of the fever and 
a rigid quarantine could have been en- 
forced at once. This would have prevented 
the spread of the fever. Vr nen it wes 
thought that yellow fever was prevalent at 
Ocean Springs last summer the rich peo- 
ple who were siopping there left aS soon 
as they discovered that physiciang were 
present making an investigation. They 
carried with them the €erms and as a re- 
Sulit the greater number of cases were 
among the best class of people. With the 
new method of diagnosis the flight of these 
people could have been prevented before 
they even suspected the presence of yellow 
fever. 
“I am now on my way to the Johns Hop- 
kins inatitute to compare the bacillus icter- 
Oides of Sanareili with the bacillus of Dr. 
Sternberg. Dr. Sternberg claims his bacil- 
lus to be ident«<al with the Sanarelli germ, 
and I will compare the two. I have a 
great amount of fine material for this 
work and hope to obtain good results. 

Thin«s Atlanta Is Clean. 
“Do I think Atlanta is immune? Well, 
that is certainly a difficult question to an- 
swer. There has been no scientific dem. 
onstration of the immunity of the city, 
but according to history it would seem that 
Atlanta is immune. There has never been a 
case here that was not brought from an- 
other city and it has either died out or re- 
covereg without developing any more. I 
will say this much. Atlanta is a clean 
city, one of the cleanest I have ever seen, 
and yellow fever, you know, requires a 
dirty, filthy place in which to live and 
prosper. 
“Yes, I think the convention to be held’ 
in Mobile is a good thing. I will not be 
present, since it is not to be a convention 
of bacteriolog:sts. The men to be pres- 
ent are all well known and are those who 
study how to prevent epidemics and how

In speaking of the new serum, known as 
antimaryl, which was recently discovered 
by Dr. Sanarelli, Dr. Woodson stated that 
he had not tested the value of the discov- 
ery and could not tell anything in regard 
to whether or not it was an effective pre- 
ventative of yellow fever. 

The. new manner of diagnosing yellow 
fever, as discovered by Dr. Woodson and 
the Archinard brothers, will play an im- 
portant part in yellow fever epidemics of 
the future, and it is believed by Dr. Wood- 
£0n that it will in a great measure pre- 
vint the spread of the disease, because a 
positive diagnosis can be made and a rigid 
quarantine established before the people in 
the infected place have time to take their 
departure.

The diagnosis wif ‘immediately dis- 
close the nature of the fever and will do 
away with the hecessity of an autopsy.
